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Tue men in the foreground are shown thrashing

Arm- 
ed hosts of fighting men, from the time of Thothmes 
111 down to Napoleon and Allenby, have passed this 
way. Babylonians, Egyptians, Romans, Persians, 
Greeks and Byzantines have successively held Megiddo. 
It has been the scene of war since 2500 B.C. Students 
of Bible prophecy believe, according to the book of 
Kevelation, that the last struggie of this age will take 
place on these fields. 
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The Rosetta Stone

THE nineteenth chapter of 

Matthew’s Gospel contains a 
vivid description of our Lord’s 
triumphal entry into Jerusalem. 


Artists, poets and preachers have ex- 
hausted their descriptive powers in 
trying to portray the wonders of that 
event. 


They have tried in vain to imagine 
how the Son of God looked that day, 
clothed in His seamless robe, riding on 
the back of a colt, the vast crowds of 
enthusiastic people pushing near Him 
on all sides, the carpet of garments 
hurriedly thrown down for the feet of 
the animal to tread upon, the shouts of 
praise from a thousand throats, the 
songs of joy.... 

The only disturbing element of the 
entire occasion was the attitude of the 
Jewish ecclesiastical leaders. They 
said: “Master, rebuke thy disciples.” 


And He replied: “I tell you, if these 
should hold their peace, the stones 
would immediately cry out.” 


With no desire to distort this beau- 
tiful passage of Scripture or remove 
it in any way from its original setting, 
I wish to say that modern archaeology 
is causing the stones to ery out in de- 
fense of the Word of God. 


* * * * 


This branch of science has done much 
to refute the statements of unbelievers 
which have been designed to cast re- 
flections upon the inerrancy of the 
Scriptures. 


The remains of buried cities have 
been uncovered, whose existence des- 
cribed in the Bible, had been denied. 
Thousands of inscriptions, written on 
clay and burned into tile, have proved 
useful in explaining texts which could 
have not otherwise been understood. 


I have been asked to write this 
month on The Rosetta Stone. 


A study of this important artifact 
immediately takes our thoughts back 
to ancient Egypt—a land in which so 
many Old Testament events took place. 


_ The writings of this ancient civiliza- 
tion remained a sealed mystery until 
fon Rosetta Stone was discovered in 


For more than two thousand years 
the Egyptian written language had 
been as dead as the proverbial pigeon 
called the dodo. The tourist and the 
savant alike could look upon the pe- 
culiar figures that ornamented the 
walls of temples, tombs, and monu- 
ments of all kinds in the land of Egypt. 


They would gaze at the animals, 
birds, etc., that accompanied the other 
art of the writings of the ancient 

gyptians, but no one could guess at 
their meaning, to say anything of in- 
terpreting or translating them. At- 
tempts had been made, but not even a 
glimmer of what these hieroglyphics 
might mean could be evolved. 


No living man could read them; no 
one had any idea what the spoken 
language sounded like. The annals, the 
literature, the history was locked up in 
this mysterious form of writing, and 
promised well to remain thus forever. 


Yes, the Bible had much to say about 
ancient Egypt. Much of the rich mean- 
ing of the New Testament Gospel was 
hidden in types and symbols which 
originated back in the days when Is- 
rael lived among the Egyptians. 


But when critics were inclined to 
deny the veracity of the Pentateuch, 
believers found themselves lacking in 
adequate information, originating out- 
side of the Bible itself, to refute the 
attacks. This was due to the fact that 
all knowledge of ancient Egypt was 
— in their mysterious hieroglyph- 
ics

A Wonderful Find 


Then something happened—Napoleon 
went to Egypt in the summer of 1798. 
Things were always happening when 
the Little Corporal was near. This 
proved to be the case this time. 


Napoleon made the trip to Egypt, 
not entirely for military purposes; but 
also as a great scientific expedition. 


The French army was accompanied 
by nearly a hundred of the most fam- 
ous scientists of the day. It was their 
duty to gather information regarding 
the Country past and present. Their 
researches were finally published be- 
tween 1809 and 1822 consisting of one 
volume of introduction, three volumes 
of plates and three volumes of texts. 


An examination of what the French 
scientists did, confirms in a literal way, 


Psalms 76:10, “Surely the wrath of 
man shall praise Thee.” 


Little did Napoleon dream that his 
scientific expedition would find a docu- 
ment in stone to make the language of 
Egypt understandable and_ thereby 
prove the authenticity of everything 
the Bible says about the ancient civili- 
~~ which existed in that part of the 
world. ... 


A few miles east of Alexandria, a 
French artillery officer named Bous- 
sard, was engaged in certain works on 
a redoubt of St. Julian, at Rosetta. In 
digging for the base of this redoubt, 
he came upon a slab of black granite. 


It was a peeuliar Stone, partly muti- 
lated i. e. the upper left hand corner 
had been broken off, and the fragment 
was never recovered. 


It was soon seen that this Stone bore 
a triple row of inscriptions. The up- 
per row was in the original hieroglyph- 
ics; the second row was demotic Egyp- 
tian writing; the third row offered no 
difficulty for it was Greek. 


Two of the rows were almost com- 
plete though some of the Greek in the 
lower right hand corner was gone. The 
Greek text showed that it had been 
written by the priests of Memphis in 
the honor of the Pharaohs, and espe- 
cially Ptolemy V. Epiphanes who reign- 
ed over Egypt 205-181 B. C. 


This stone was made in 196 B. C. 


This particula' monument stood 
originally in the temple of Tum, the 
god of the setting sun; and there were 
to be copies of it in other places. In 
order that this decree might be intel- 
ligible to all the inhabitants of the 
country, it was necessary to engrave it 
first in the sacred letters which were 
the hieroglyphics; then in the letters of 
the “common” script; then the Greek. 


Since the Greek language still lived, 
it was possible to compare the Greek 
writing on the Stone with the Egyptian 
characters, and thereby gain a perfect 
understanding of the hieroglyphics. 


Contents of the Stone 


It was evident that all three in- 
scriptions dealt with the same subject, 
and that the contents of the Greek text 
were the same as the other two. This 
furnished the key that was to unlock 
the mysteries of the hieroglyphics. 


Ptolemy did many things for the 
priests of Egypt, among them being the 
fact that he lightened taxation so that 
the people might live more prosperous- 
ly; he released defendants in suits at 
law, freed prisoners, he ordered that 
the revenues of the temples should re- 
main the same as they were. 


No new promotion fees were allowed 
to be imposed upon the priesthood, and 
the annual voyage to Alexandria was 
no longer obligatory, and all neglected 
or interdicted temple-service was de- 
clared restored. In return for his

The 
very constitution of the Council re- 
fers to faith in “Jesus Christ as 
Divine Lord and Saviour” as the 
basis of unity of the Council.

How the Federal Council Started 


The last forty years has witnessed 
an ever increasing tendency toward 
federation on the part of church 
groups. 


The Student Volunteer Movement, 
United Society of Christian Endeavor, 
American Bible Society, International 
Sunday-School Association, the Y.M. 
C.A. and the Y. W.C, A., were among 
the first international organizations to 
develop, with the turn of the century. 


The above list does not pretend to 
be complete but will suffice to illus- 
trate the beginning of the interchurch 
movement in the United States. Simi- 
lar organizations began, at the same 
time, to rise on foreign missionary 
fields. 


Back in 1895, we find Rev. E. 
B. Sanford, speaking on behalf of 
his “Open and Institutional Church 
League”, pleading for “Christian unity 
as a sovereign interest” toward which 
all denominations should bend their 
efforts. 


Four years prior to the above date, 
the “Brotherhood of Andrew and Phil- 
lip” had formulated a_ constitution 
which provided for a “FEDERAL 
COUNCIL” whose members should be 
appointed by different church groups. 
Two years of planning brought about 
the first national convention of this 
new body, held at the Marble Colle- 
—_ Church of New York City in 
1 


Then came the meeting of 1900, 
when an actual federation of denomi- 
national leaders was formed. Rev. 
Sanford was the guiding spirit in this 
venture and later became an active 
official in the powerful “Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ in 
America”—the tentacles of which now 
reach out like a gigantic octopus, af- 
fecting almost every department of 
our national life. 

The Executive Committee issued the 


following official statement at the 
close of the gathering held in 1900: 


“May we not also look forward to a 
National Federation of all our Protes- 
tant Christian denominations, | through 
their OFFICIAL HEADS 


Two years later, the new-born “Na- 
tional Federation” held its annual 
meeting in Washington, D. C. On 
that occasion, a committee was ap- 
pointed for the purpose of conferring 
with the highest ecclesiastical leaders 
of all denominations, “looking toward 
the establishment of a definite inter- 
church federation in 1905. 


This effort resulted in the adoption 
of a constitution on the date scheduled. 
Three years later or 1908, witnessed 
the completion of a super-ecclesiasti- 
cal body, a Protestant hierarchy, under 
the imposing title, “Federal Council of 
the Churches of Christ in America.” 


It should be borne in mind that this 
plan does not provide for the blending 
of denominational interests down at 
the base of the pyramid, but, on the 
contrary, little groups of individuals 
are carefully picked at the top, to 
represent their organizations in a so- 
called COUNCIL. 


BEHIND THIS “COUNCIL” IS 
THE SELF-PROPAGATING LEAD- 
ERSHIP. Thus within the shadows, 
we find the actual heads of depart- 
ments, who mould policies and set 
the pace in carrying on a multiplicity 
of social, political and other activities 
which are utterly foreign to the Chris- 
tian religion and devoid of Bible truth. 


Prior to the appearance of the 
Federal Council in 1908, all the inter- 
denominational groups which sprung 
up, were purely voluntary fellowships. 
But not so with this one! 

THE FEDERAL COUNCIL IS AN ECCLESI- 
ASTICALLY ORGANIZED BODY—A GIGAN- 
TIC HUMANISTIC SUPER-CHURCH. 


Doctrinal Matters 
There is every indication that the 
leaders of those early groups meant 
well. Many of them were spiritually 
minded individuals who deplored the 
schisms which were at that time ex- 
isting in many quarters. 


Little did these men dream that the 
day would ever come when some of 
their organizations might apostatize, 
become outright enemies of the Gospel 
and even be transformed into instru-

The exact words of the constitution, 
as adopted December 8, 1908 are as 
follows: 


“Whereas, In the providence of God, 
the time has come when it seems fit- 
ting more fully to manifest the essen- 
tial oneness of the Christian Churches 
of America in Jesus Christ as their 
Divine Lord and Saviour, and to pro- 
mote the spirit of fellowship, service, 
and co-operation among them, the del- 
egates to the Interchurch Conference 
on Federation, assembled in New York 
City, do hereby recommend the fol- 
lowing Plan of Federation to the 
Christian bodies represented in this 
Conference for their approval. 


“For the prosecution of work that 
can be better done in union than in 
separation, a Council is hereby estab- 
lished whose name shall be the Feder- 
al Council of the Churches of Christ 
in America.” 


The one clause—“Jesus Christ as 
their Lord and Saviour”—is the only 
reference to Christian doctrine in the 
entire constitution. 

AND NOTHING IS SAID IN THE DOCU- 
MENT TO MAKE EVEN THIS MEAGER 
REFERENCE BINDING, UPON THE NUM- 
EROUS BUREAUCRATS, WHO LIKE MR. 
CAVERT, PRESIDE OVER THE ORGANIZA- 
TION’S AFFAIRS. 


In other words, a man may hold an 
official position with the Federal 
Council today, and share in its pay- 
roll, without so much as subscribing 
to the belief that Jesus is divine.

The Seat of Power 


Church members whose money is ke- 
ing poured into the Federal Council 
year after year, should consider weli 
the following clause in the constitution 
to which their leaders have subscribed: 


“This Federal Council shall have no 
authority over the constituent bodies 
adhering to it; but its province shall 
be limited to the expression of its coun- 
sel and the recommending of a course 
of action in matters of common interest 
te the churches, local councils, and in- 
dividual Christians.” 


This is authority without responsibil- 
ity — authority to represent the 
churches; authority to express opinions 
for the denominations; authority to 
formulate plans which often violate the 
wishes of pastors and laymen; author- 
ity to mould church policies; authority 
to advocate birth control in the name of 
Christianity; authority to promote So- 
cialism; authority to publish filthy 
pamphlets on sex; authority to do as it 
pleases without being held responsible 
for the havoc wrought by its in- 
novations! 


The average Church member under- 
stands little or nothing about the me- 
chanics, the inner workings, of this or- 
ganization which he helps to support. 


The actual Federal Council, consist- 
ing of a few hundred persons, meets 
quadrennially. But behind this inno- 


cent looking front there is a small and 
powerful group known as the Execu- 
tive Committee. Behind the Executive 
Committee there is an even smaller 
and more powerful group called the 
Administrative Committee. 


And behind the Administrative Com- 
mittee, the core of the Council will be 
found. It is from this ultimate cen- 
ter, beyond the labyrinth of external 
appearances, that the stream of reli- 
gious and political radicalism pours 
forth, which serves year after year as 
a blight upon our Churches, Homes, 
Schools and system of democratic gov- 
ernment. 


The high salaried bureaucrats of this 
Protestant Papacy, have built up an 
organizational network which now cov- 
ers the entire nation. Scarcely a 
church, even though it be located in an 
isolated place out at the crossroads, 
can hope to escape its benumbing 
influence. 


An official history of the organiza- 
tion, written back as far as 1917, says: 
“Much effort was given to the develop- 
ment of state and local federations, the 
nation being divided into districts in 
charge of district secretaries.” 


When Dean Shailer Mathews, one of 
the most virulent Modernist leaders of 
our time, was President of the Federal 
Council in the year 1916, he admitted 
“that the Council might become bureau- 
cratic, and put in the hands of a smali 
group of men power to set forth their 
own ideals and impressions under the 
guise of a representation which at the 
best can only be imperfect.” 


Mrs. Elizabeth Dilling, a recognized 
authority on subvers'v2 movements 
says:

This fact is plainly noted by the doc- 
trinal attitude of Bishop Francis J. 
McConnell, who as president of the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches during the 
years 1928 to 1932, wrote in his book 
“The Christ-like God”: “Is not the ten- 
dency to deify Jesus more heathen than 
Christian? Are we not more truly 
Christian when we cut loose from a 
heathen propensity and take Jesus sim- 
ply for the character He was and for 
the ideal that He is?” 


Moreover, the word divine, as used 
in the Council’s constitution, is too gen- 
eral to satisfy true Bible-believing 
Christians who are familiar with the 
Modernistic trick of attaching new 
meanings to old theological terms. For 
instance — A noted Liberal preacher 
has said: “I believe Jesus Christ was 
divine in the sense all men are divine.” 


Think of it! An organization profess- 
ing to represent twenty million Protes- 
tant Christians, with no clear cut state- 
ment of doctrine! 


“Jesus Christ as their Divine Lord 
and Saviour!” What about the Vir- 
gin Birth, the Blood Atonement, the 
Resurrection of Christ, the Fall of 
Man, the fact of Sin, the doctrine of 
the New Birth, Punishment and Re- 
wards, the Second Coming of Christ, 
ete. 


The various denominations could at 
least expect the men who represent 
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represents the will of 20 million Pro- 
testant Church members is ridiculous. 
Members do no voting on the policies 
of this council. Delegates meet about 
once in every four years. The execu- 
tive committee meets once a year. In 
the interim, an administrative commit- 
tee of 28, largely appointed by the 
council’s president, issues radical pro- 
nouncements in favor of birth control, 
disarmament, negro social equality, 
League of Nations and World Court; 
and against deportation or exclusion 
of alien Reds. The Federal Council 
admittedly violates the American Ideal 
of separation of Church and State.” 


Supported by Jews 


Mr. Demarest Lloyd said in an ad- 
dress before the University of Virginia 
on July 9, 1935: 


“There has been an_ interlocking 
board of directorates all the way from 
the Federal Council of Churches to the 
most extreme Communists. Chapter and 
verse were furnished by Major General 
Amos A. Fries at a hearing before the 
House Immigration Committee on the 
Griffin Bill, January 26, 1932.” 


When Mr. Cavert denies that his or- 
ganization is being prostituted by its 
leaders for “radical” political purposes, 
there are thousands of Christian pat-

Hon. L. V. Ulrey, former State Sen- 
ator of Indiana recently stated: 


“In the opinion of this writer, the 
chief radicals are those self-appointed 
individuals who collectively work 
through the Federal Council of Church- 
es of Christ in America as a screen 
from behind which to ‘snipe’ at Chris- 
tian orthodoxy and our system of gov- 
ernment; and such bright and shining 
lights of radicalism as Bishop McCon- 
nell and Rev. Harry F. Ward; and Rev. 
John Haynes Holmes, a sort of reli- 
gious maverick who still clings to the 
fringes of Christian respectability, and 
the same who, according to recent press 
dispatches, prayed for the speedy tri- 
umph of Communism. 


“There are hundreds and thousands 
of lesser red lights who seek to reflect 
the great Red Glow of Moscow in Am- 
erican CHURCH CIRCLES.” 


The late Dr. S. Parkes Cadman, an- 
other outstanding figure in the Modern- 
istic circles of the Country, said: “The 


day is past when any realm of our eco- 
nomic, industrial, social, political, or in- 
ternational life, will be regarded as 
outside the sphere of responsibility of 
the churches.” 


Dr. Cadman was President of the 
Federal Council during the years 1924 
to 1928. 


Henry B. Joy, whose penetrating ex- 
posures have often brought consterna- 
tion to the little group in New York 
who dominate the hierarchy, said on 
August 7, 1936: 


“The Federal Council of the Church- 
es of Christ in America is largely 
screened and protected from proper and 
fair public press criticism and frank 
discussion of its undesirable political 
machinations by three words in its very 


high sounding title, namely, ‘CHURCH- 


ES OF CHRIST’. 


“If its title were, ‘Federal Council 
of America’ it would be more apprc- 
priate. Funds it might collect, though 
probably less in amount, could then 
honestly be expended for political ac- 
tivities because not gathered under the 
guise of religious work.” 


ON PAGE 8 OF A BOOKLET RECENTLY 
WRITTEN BY MR. CAVERT, HE ADMITS 
THAT WEALTHY JEWS ARE REGULAR 
CONTRIBUTORS TO THE SUPPORT OF 
THE FEDERAL COUNCIL. 


While professing to represent the 
Churches of the United States, only 
about one-fourth of the organization’s 
financial support actually comes from 
the denominations. Mr. Cavert does 
not publish exact figures in his book- 
let. He is willing for the public to have 
only, what he calls, “round numbers”. 


Thus, he reports that the Churches 
contribute $55,000 a year, while $145,- 
000 comes in from other sources. 


Many church members will be sur- 
prised to hear of Jews supplying mo- 
ney for the support of this “Christian” 
enterprise. But this is not strange, 
considering that there is perfect agree- 
ment between Jews and Modernists as 
to the Person of Jesus Christ. 


Both say that He was a bastard. 
Both deny His deity and blood atone- 
ment. Neither believe that He arose 
from the dead and is coming again. 
Neither accept the doctrine of the new 
birth or any other distinctly Christian 
fundamental. 


Mr. Cavert’s Personal Record 
When Mr. Cavert writes me the kind 
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of a letter which he wrote on May 4, 
1937, denying the charge of “radical- 
ism” in his ranks, I am forced to insist

(1) I remind him that he is one of 
the endorsers of the subversive ‘Lane 
Pamphlet”, the circulation of which was

(2) I remind him that he collaborat- 
ed in preparing the notorious “Sex 
Pamphlet” put out recently by the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches, concerning 
which Major General Fries declares: 


“Anyone reading the whole pam- 
phlet cannot fail to get the idea that 
when all is said and done, sexual in- 
tercourse is a personal matter and 
if two want to indulge therein it is 
nobody else’s business .... Had this 
pamphlet come out of Russia direct, 
as one of their means of breaking 
down all morality, the family, and 
the home, as the final step toward 
Communism, we would have felt it 
well qualified to carry out the in- 
tent of its authors.” 


On the subject of birth control, this 
filthy Pamphlet says: “This report con- 
templates only the use of contraceptives 
by married people, the facts stated 
however are of universal interest and 
apply with still more significance to 
sexual intercourse outside of mar- 
riage.” 


Think of it! This abominable filth 
published in the name of America’s 
churches! 


(3) I remind Mr. Cavert that a few 
weeks ago, he helped to write and 
caused to be published, a booklet en- 
titled “Spain”, which is purely a de- 
fense of the Communist movement of 
that Country. 


And according to the front cover of 
this treatise, he wrote NOT as a pri- 
vate individual, but in his official capa- 
city as “Executive Secretary of the 
Federal Council of Churches.” 


Mr. Cavert is in position to know 
that the Red armies of Spain are fight- 
ing under direct orders from Moscow. 


He is in position to know that the 
underground work, leading up to the 
Country’s bloody revolution, was done 
by the savage Jew Bela Kun, who was 
sent there from Soviet Russia for that 
purpose. 


He is in position to know that Marcel 
Rosenburg, Moscow’s Jewish Ambassa- 
dor to Madrid, actually dictates the 
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policies of the so-called “Loyalist gov- 
ernment.” 


In the light of these, and many other 
facts which could be related, the fol- 
lowing phrase from Mr. Cavert’s letter 
becomes meaningless: 


“Again, an article in The Defender 
describes the Federal Council as ‘bring- 
ing many radical and anti-Christian 
groups into a political alliance.’ This 
statement is entirely false.” 


Helping the Reds 


The Council’s work, in assisting the 
many subversive organizations which 
are sponsoring professional pacifism, is 
a further contradiction of the above 
statement by Mr. Cavert. 


Constant complaints reach the Fed- 
eral Council offices in New York, con- 
demning its activities in this field. Ex- 
treme pacifists are gaining a strong 
foothold in many religious bodies 
through the efforts of Mr. Cavert and 
his colleagues. 


It is part of the propaganda program 
sent out from Moscow to demand that 
the public defense of the United States 
be broken down, while Soviet Russia 
goes on building the most powerful 
military machine the world has ever 
known. 


The Federal Council need not be or- 
ganically related to the Third Inter- 
national; it need not receive a letter 
every Monday morning from Joseph 
Stalin, in order to be guilty of promot- 
ing Communistic objectives on Ameri- 
can soil. It only needs to continue the 
pernicious program for which it has al- 
ready become famous. 

On page 7 of his pamphlet Mr. Ca- 
vert offers these comforting and flat- 
tering remarks to gladden the hearts of 
Reds everywhere: 

“Of course it may happen that the 
Federal Council will be working for 
certain objectives which non-church 
organizations also hold. To be specific, 
the Federal Council is working vigor- 
ously, in its own way and through its 
own channels, for international peace. 
If Communists are also working for in- 
ternational peace, then one must be 
grateful.” 

Mr. Cavert is in position to know 
that the Soviet propagandists are not 
sincere in their cry for peace. He must 
know that when his organization co- 
operates with them on any policy, it is 
helping to undermine the Nation’s na- 
tional character. 


Dr. Holt 


Dr. Ivan Lee Holt, a Methodist Min- 
ister of St. Louis, is President of the 
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Federal Council at the present time. 
The kind of leadership which Chris- 
tians may expect of this man is disclos- 
ed in the following verbatim press dis- 
patch, from Memphis, Tennessee, as 
published in the Communist Daily Wor- 
ker of January 8, 1936: 


“The Methodist Young People’s Con- 
ference, with 5,000 delegates in attend- 
ance, took a sharp turn to the left in 
its closing sessions. 


“THE SOVIET UNION WAS 
HIGHLY PRAISED BY DR. IVAN 
LEE HOLT, PRESIDENT OF THE 
FEDERAL COUNCIL OF CHURCH- 
ES OF CHRIST IN AMERICA. 


“Dr. Kirby Page, noted fighter for 
peace, told the convention that young 
people should resist the compulsory Re- 
serve Officers’ Training Corps — even 
if it means expulsion from college. 


“Dr. Holt defended the Soviet Union 
from attack. He declared that the aims 
of the dictatorship of the proletariat 
in Russia ‘was the establishment of a 
better life. The Russian government 
does not propose to do this through ex- 
ploiting someone else, but through rais- 
ing the general level of all. It is dif- 
ficult to find youth anywhere in this 
world more devoted to the cause of 
Christ than you'll find the youth of 
Russia devoted to Stalin and his new 
social order.’ 


“He warned the older generation that 
‘among most of the youth of the world 
today there is a desire for a change 

- many preferring revolution. 


“Youth is willing to die for a new 
order. 


“*We adults have made our mistakes. 
We have not given the present genera- 
tion a good machine with tools and in- 
structions to keep it going — we have 
given youth a broken down machine 
and no tools.’ ” 


The Daily Worker, in which the 
above statement was published, carries 
these words on its front-page “Cen- 
tral Organ Communist Party U.S.A. 
(Section of Communist International).” 


There are no grounds for supposing 
that the Worker falsified in reporting 
Dr. Holt’s words, for the reason that 
he made no denial following their ap- 
pearance. 

While this Communist newspaper 
never hesitates to publish deliberate 
lies about its enemies, yet it knows how 
tc guard the interests of its friends. 


There is no valid reason for supposing 
that it would desire to injure Dr. Holt, 
for certainly the Federal Council can 
not be regarded as its enemy. 


Birds and Nests 


Our Lord sketched the future of the 
Church on earth by the use of seven 
parables, recorded in the thirteenth 
chapter of Saint Matthew’s Gospel. 


Each of these word-pictures dealt 
with a different phase of the growth, 
development and posterity of this, the 
greatest institution on earth. The 
third parable, that the mustard seed, is 
especially applicable in the present cris- 
is through which the Church of Jesus 
Christ is passing. 


“Another parable put he forth unto 
them, saying, The kingdom of heaven is 
like to a grain of mustard seed, which 
a man took, and sowed in his field: 
Which indeed is the least of all seeds; 
but when it is grown, it is the greatest 
among herbs, and becometh a tree, so 
that the birds of the air come and 
lodge in the branches thereof.” 


The mustard bush starts with a 
small beginning, a tiny, infinitesimal 
seed. It grows into a large tree. 


In like manner, the Church began 
with only twelve members, but its bran- 
ches now reach to the ends of the earth. 
It touches every stratum of human so- 
ciety. 

Birds of the air could lodge and build 
nests in the boughs of the mustard tree. 
Every Bible expositor knows that this 
part of the parable refers to the pres- 
ence of evil forces within the confines 
of the Church. 


Hideous nests have been built in the 
branches of the mustard tree. 


From these centers “spiritual wick- 
edness in high places” comes forth, to 
weaken and demoralize the Testimony 
of Jesus Christ in the world. In these 
nests, all manner of pernicious teach- 
ings are hatched, which lead men away 
from God. 


Our Lord, in His wisdom, anticipated 
the coming of ecclesiastical leaders into 
the Church whose hearts would be cal- 
loused — whose souls would be devoid 
of spiritual light.

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“How Long, O Lord”

WENTY years ago, in May, 

1917, I had just returned 

from the Russian-German war- 
front to Moscow. 


The alien Communists, who like vul- 
tures, had flocked into Russia from 
the ghettos of Europe and New York 
City, were doing their best to despoil 
our war-torn Country. 


The rank and file of the Russian 
army, tired and hopeless from fight- 
ing, and incited by professional agita- 
tors, was deserting in masses. The 
young Kerensky government of the 
recently created Republic was franti- 
cally struggling in the grip of inter- 
national Bolshevism. 


The Libera] and Socialistic elements 
had provoked a revolutionary atmos- 
phere. But the Russians themselves, 
under the spell of the “internation- 
alists”, had not foreseen that World 
Bolshevism would dump every avail- 
able subversionist into the Country; 
that these foreign Jews, joining hands 
with the radical Jews of Russia, would 
engage in wrecking every honest ef- 
fort to save the already deeply wound- 
ed nation. 


MANY PEOPLE STILL THINK THAT COM- 
MUNISM ORIGINATED WITH THE RUSSIAN 
PEOPLE. NOTHING COULD BE FURTHER 
FROM THE TRUTH. 


A secret ring of occuit Jews, whose 
vicious organization had been for 
many years working beneath the sur- 
face, has brought my native land 
down to its present level. Only the 
Devil knows why they ever selected 
Russia as the testing ground for their 
hellish program of international re- 
bellion. 


Puzzling Questions 
As I returned from the war front, 


I found bloody revolts and disorders 
had become every day occurrences. On 
the day of my departure for home, a 
mob incited by Communist agitators, 
killed the most honest and honorable 
army officer I had ever met in that 
sector. 


He had prohibited the looting of a 
distillery. Agitators from the Trot- 
sky (Bronstein) Soviet, in Petrograd, 
had told the mob that this man was 
an enemy of the people; that he was 
merely interested in protecting the 
rich. The idea of “property rights” 
meant nothing to the Trotsky gang. 


As a result of this agitation the 
officer was tied to the tail of a horse. 
The ruffians then lashed the horse 
into a wild fury and let it run into 
the woods, with the officer helplessly 
dangling on the ground. 


While the body was being mangled 
into pulp, the mcb lcoted the distillery. 
Liquor was distributed in food con- 
tainers; hundreds became _ intoxicated 
and at least twenty persons died on 
the spot, from having drank too much. 


Sitting on the train, on my way 
back to Moscow, I was trying to 
figure out how things like that could 
happen. The Country was now liber- 
ated from the Czar’s regime which 
had plunged it into the War. 


And yet, wherever people were hon- 
estly trying to establish freedom and 
liberty on a sane basis, some Jew or 
cohort of a Jew, would step in and 
oppose the efforts; he would get him- 
self elected into some sort of a _ re- 
volutionary office by the criminal 
elements of the Country, and would 
thus promote anarchy. 


“Is it possible,’ I asked myself, 
“that these Jews do not see the chance 
to better their relations with the Rus- 
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sian people? Are they blind to the 
fact that the nation hopes to estab- 
lish a truly democratic regime? Why 
are they resisting every attempt to 
preserve order? Why do they try to 
turn loose the criminal elements of 
160 million people? Even if they suc- 
ceed in gaining control of the Russian 
people, can’t they realize that some 
day a terrible reaction will be aroused 
against them?” 


I could not find satisfactory answers 
to such questions in those days. My 
parents had taught me to respect the 
soul in every human being and never 
to despise anyone because of nation- 
ality. 

During my work at the war front 
I had rented a room from a fine Jew- 
ish family and knew that not all Jews 
were alike. I knew that the truly God- 
fearing Jew was as puzzled as the 
Gentile, when seeing the havoc which 
Trotsky, Zinowviev, Lunatcharsky and 
the hundreds of other Jewish agitators 
were creating. 


A Christian Woman’s Suffering 


When I reached Moscow I was told 
that I would have to wait for a week 
or more to finish the business I had 
come to transact. Having nothing in 
particular to do, I decided to pay a 
hurried visit to the home of a friend 
who lived a short distance from the 
city. 

This elderly lady was the widow of 
a prominent and very rich noble, and 
the most sincere Christian I have ever 
known in my life. For a number of 
vears she had been compelled to live 
in a wheel-chair due to _ paralysis. 
Yet, from early morning until late in- 
to the night, her thoughts were al- 
ways with the poor peasants who were 
living on her lands. 


I do not know of any other village 
in Russia where the land owner had 
paved the streets, installed electricity, 
built schools and hospitals for the pop- 
ulation, paying for everything from 
his own income. This friend of mine 
turned every penny she could spare, 
back to the people who lived in her 
locality. 

As a result of the revolution, she 
had lost everything but the house in 
which she was living when I called to 
visit her. Yet she was not resenting 
the loss of her property. 


“If the leaders of the _ revo- 
lution would only use it for the 
benefit of the peasants,” she com- 
plained. “But they don’t; the poor 
people are being terrorized by mobs 
of criminals which come here from 
Moscow, and everything good in 
the community is being destroyed.” 


Upon my return to Moscow I told 
a friend of mine about the situation in 
the country. This friend was a promin- 
ent Socialist, and very close to the 
government. “We Russians,” he an- 
swered, “are powerless. We talk and 
talk, not realizing that we are being 
strangled to death by designing aliens 
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and their helpers. THE OUTCASTS 
OF OUR POPULATION ARE BE- 
COMING OUR MASTERS”. 


In July of that year I resigned from 
military service and went home. Living 
in South Russia I lost contact with the 
friend I had visited near Moscow. 


But I met her niece in 1922 and 
learned what had become of the 
paralyzed matron: After Trotsky and 
his band of fellow Jews had taken over 
Moscow, the old lady was thrown out 
of her home. Her peasants intervened 
in her behalf. As a result, a small room 
was given to her in the hospital she 
had built. 


However, the persecutions did not 
cease. She endured unbearable treat- 
ment a short time and became insane. 
She remained in this condition eighteen 
months before being released by the 
hand of death. 


Destroyers of Women 


Shortly after my return from mili- 
tary service another close friend, a Mr. 
D. Dick and his wife, were murdered 
by an advancing gang of Trotsky’s Red 
soldiers. 


Mr. Dick was a Christian of consider- 
able means. A band of Communists 
broke into his home. Without trial or 
explanation they shot him and his wife. 
A married daughter, herself a mother 
of two little children, had to witness 
the shooting of her parents. 


The inhuman devils then pointed 
their guns at the heads of the young 
mother’s two babies and threatened to 
shoot them unless she willingly sub- 
mitted to them. Seven men then vio- 
lated this Christian woman in the pre- 
sence of her children. Among them 
were men with syphilis and other social 
diseases. 


The Red army never tried to prose- 
cute, or even to investigate this and 
thousands of similar cases.

It soon became evident that it was 
not the Russian radical Jew alone who 
was at work in the Country. It became 
clear that International Bolshevism had 
made Russia its base of operations, and 
that the Red slaughter was merely a 
training camp for the World revolution 
which Trotsky and his followers were 
then organizing. 


I managed to escape from Russia a 
few years later. 


Outcasts Become Masters 


Traveling through the Balkans, Cen- 
tral and Western Europe, I again and 
again came upon the same type of 
agitators that I had known in Soviet 
Russia. They were using the very tac- 
tics which had plunged my native land 
into a sea of blood. 


“Is the world blind and deaf?” I ask- 


ed myself. “Is there any one who still 
believes in Communism and Socialism 





as a solution of the social and 
economic ills of the earth? Are honest 
idealists and Liberals actually hoping 
that any good can result from reforms 
which are produced by murder, rape, 
torture and terror? Do they expect 
that future generations will forgive 
and forget the crimes of the present 
rulers of Russia?” 


A few years later I came to the Uni- 
ted States and found a new home here. 
During these years I have watched 
World Bolshevism subtly undermine 
every fundamental principle of Ameri- 
can life. 


Again and again I am reminded of 
the words of my Russian friend, the 
Socialist: “We talk and taik, not realiz- 
ing that we are being strangled by de- 
signing aliens and their helpers. The 
outcasts of our population are becom- 
ing our masters.” 


How well does this apply to the 
Liberals who are now caught in the 
net of Soviet propaganda which has 
been spread over the United States by 
the Moscow Jewish Executive Commit- 
tee of “Kaganovitch, Finkelstein and 
Company”! 


November 28, 1936 the international 
organization known as the “Friends of 
Soviet Russia”, which has a _ branch 
here in the United States, sent a tele- 
gram to the eighth Special All-Union 
Congress of Soviets. 


Excerpts from this message are as 
follows: “Adoption of the Soviet Con- 
stitution following unprecedented 
democratic discussion is an event rous- 
ing profound hope and inspiration in 
the hearts of all believers in democracy, 
human freedom and the rights of peo- 
ples. ... In the struggle for the de- 
fense of peace and democracy the 


Soviet Union is the acknowledged hope 
of the world. Heartiest greetings in the 
name of millions of friends of the 
Soviet Union throughout the world.” 


With the above words, the Red exe- 
cutioners of millions of Christians are 
praised as friends of “democracy”. 


Democracy! What a lie! My Russian 
people do not have the faintest glimpse 
of democracy. The Moscow rulers are 
the greatest autocrats, and the wealthi- 
est economic royalists, the world has 
ever known. 


To us who have seen the ghastly face 
of Jewish Communism at close range, 
it seems impossible that people can be- 
lieve in such vicious propaganda and 
deliberate lies. That sound-minded men 
and women do not see the dangers of 
flirting with Moscow, and that the new 
so-called Constitution i¢ nothing but an 
advertising stunt to impress the outside 
world, causes us amazement. 


Greek Priest Speaks 
Notice, for instance, the following 
tricky language of the “Constitution” 
—Section 124: 


“In order to ensure the citizens free- 
dom of conscience, the church in the 
U.S.S.R. is separated from the State, 
and the School from the Church. 
FREEDOM OF RELIGIOUS CULTS 
AND FREEDOM TO CONDUCT 
ANTI-RELIGIOUS PROPAGANDA IS 
GRANTED TO ALL CITIZENS.” 


Propagandists in the United States 
have shouted from the house-tops that 
this means “religious liberty” in Rus- 
sia, but such is decidedly NOT the case.

trace of religious freedom in the Coun- 
try. Christianity is based upon the 
preaching of the Gospel, and the dis- 
cussion of religion. The authors of the 
Constitution know this, and therefore 

ermit. only ANTI-RELIGIOUS 
PROPAGANDA, Religious propaganda 
is forbidden; the preaching of sermons 
is regarded as “religious propaganda”. 
This alone is enough to explode their 
lie! 

Moreover, the government maintains 
an official department, headed by 
“Comrade” Smirdovitch, the son of a 
Rabbi, whose duty it is to stamp out 
all forms of Christian worship. No 
wonder, therefore that the activities of 
the League of Militant Godless have 
been greatly augmented since the so- 
called “Constitution” was written, and 
that the merciless extermination of 
Christian believers is in no way being 
interrupted. 


Though much has been said and writ- 
ten about this Slaughter of the Inno- 
cents, there remains much more that 
must be told. I have before me the full 
text of a letter written by the Archi- 
Mandrit Eugenius (this name, and the 
others mentioned in the letter quoted 
below, are names of churchmen in the 
Greek Orthodox Church J. J.) The 
letter was written on November 3, 1936 
and addressed to the Synod of Bishops 
in Jugo-Slavia. 

“In February of this year,” the noted 
churchman writes, “I have now return- 
ed from Soviet Russia where I lived 
during the last 22 years. I consider 
it my duty to report to the Synod about 
the fate of the martyrs which shared 
exile with me. . . . In 1920 I was con- 
victed as a ‘minister of cults’. I spent 
a year in the prison of Rostov. 


“During the following ten years, and 
after my first term in prison, I was 
convicted for past religious work again 
and again and served time in the 
prisons of Ekaterinodar, Stavropol, 
Krapotkin and Rostov. In 1932 I was 
again convicted at Rostov. I was al- 
ways accused of being a ‘priest coun- 
ter-revolutionary’. Before my eyes, the 
following men were shot: Metropolit 
Seraphim Mezherikov, Probst Dimitry 
Pishov, Probst Karp Shubkov and 
Archbishop Alexander  Bjeloserow; 
Probst Feodor Salnikov died of hunger. 


“At Rostov, in the prisons of the GPU 
(secret police of the Soviets), 120 other 
priests and religious workers were 
shot while I was there. 


“In November of the same year, I 
was sent into the prison camp of the 
town Kotlas on the North Dvina river. 
Our transports censisted of 10,000 men. 
Every day, corpses were taken from 
the train cars and buried like cattle 
on the road side. After a time we were 
given bread rations, and the cars were 


locked again. It is hard to visualize to 
oneself all the horrors which are every- 
day occurrences in that land of ‘cul- 
ture’. 

“We arrived at Kotlas after eight 
days of travel. From there we were 
forced to march for thirteen days 
through snow and severe weather, day 
and night, until we reached the springs 
of the North Dvina river. OF THE 
10,000 WHICH HAD BEEN START- 
ED FOR KOTLAS ONLY 3,000 AR- 
RIVED ALIVE, all others having per- 
ished as victims of these tyrants of 
the twentieth century. The total num- 
ber of exiles in that district was about 
300,000. 


“About a month later, I was trans- 
ferred into the prison camp of 
Maryinsk, Tomsk region, where 400,000 
exiles were living. 


“In 1932 the Archbishop Afanasy 
Starobelsky was shot in the Kharkov 
prison. He had refused to deal with 
the hypocritical Metropolitan Sergius 
of Moscow—the churchman who enjoys 
the confidence of the GPU, as head of 
the skeleton which remains of the for- 
mer Russian Church. 


“The following were shot in the 
prison of Krasnoyarsk in 1934: Bishop 
Philip Grumilovsky, Archimandrit 
Polichrony Zaprudov, Probst Konstan- 
tin Ordinsky and priest Nicolai Kataza- 
nov; Bishop Feofil of Krasnodar, after 
prolonged tortures, committed suicide 
in his cell.” 


Then the writer names thirteen other 
well known churchmen who were at 
the time of his writing, suffering in- 
humanly in the prison camp of Mary- 
insk. “Some of them,” he _ relates, 
“serve prison terms the third time for 
the same sentence. Having been sen- 
tenced twice, and after having spent 
eight years in prison, they are again 
made to serve ten more years. It is 
impossible to describe the living condi- 
tions to which many hundreds of 
thousands of innocent Christian people 
are subjected in Russia. 


“IT was released from the Soviet 
‘paradise’ thanks to the fact that I am 
a citizen of Greece. A group of Com- 
munists in Greece had been arrested, 
and were exchanged by the Greek gov- 
ernment for Greek citizens living in 
Soviet Russia.” 


Christmas in a Cell 


“But this’, the many Friends of 
Soviet Russia will object, “was before 
the proclamation and adoption of the 
so-called Constitution. Today every- 
thing is different.” But is it? 


The New York Times of May 2, 1937 
announces in big headlines “DRIVE 
ON RELIGION RENEWED IN RUS- 
SIA—PRIESTS AND NUNS ARE 
REPORTED RENEWING ACTIVI- 
TY, CLAIMING RIGHT UNDER 
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CONSTITUTION—PARTY  LEAD- 


ERS ALARMED.” 


Communists are alarmed because the 
membership of the League of Militant 
Godless has dropped from five million 
four years ago, to the present two mil- 
lion. And priests, nuns, faithful men 
and women, are being made the scape- 
goats for the failure of the Commun- 
ists to establish Communism as a re- 
ligion. ... 


“Praise the Lord earth, and rejoice 
ye people, for He has come! I am con- 
stantly repeating these words to my- 
self, and am trying to grasp the whole 
significance of it so I can forget, in a 
measure, the present sufferings which 
I am enduring.”—These words, we 
find at the beginning of a letter smug- 
gled out of Russia, from a Christian 
woman, Alexandra Andreyeva. 

“Today is Christmas,” she goes on. 
“Three months have passed since I 
was placed in this ‘inner prison’ of the 
GPU. We are four women in a small 
semi-dark cell. One of us is an old nun 
who only speaks when she whispers her 
prayers. 


“It is so dark in our cell because 
they have fastened a metal sign in 
front of our window. No ray of sun- 
shine ever reaches us. In the evening 
a dim bulb, outside the window illumi- 
nates the cell a little and shows this 
pitiful picture—four women stretched 
out or sitting on narrow hard bench- 
es. We are not permitted to sew, read, 
or even to talk aloud. 


“We found out accidently that today 
is Christmas. One of us, the wife of a 
former officer, was questioned. When 
she returned, she whispered that the 
calendar on the wall in the prosecutor’s 
room had shown that today is Christ- 
mas. Now she is stretched out on her 
bench sobbing pitifully .... 


“A wild shriek pierces the silence. 
We shudder, and my dreams are ended. 
‘Comrades’ calls a desperate man’s 
voice; he continues to plead ‘Oh com- 
rades’! In cell Number 48 the guards 
are beating and torturing a man. 


“The voice suddenly breaks off as if 
a rough hand has pressed the mouth 
shut... . Then silence again. After a 
little time we hear distinctly that some- 
thing heavy is falling. Something is 
being dragged past our door. ‘Bind him 
tighter,’ a gruff voice commands. 


‘Bring that son of a dog into the puni- 
tive cell.’ And silence once more... .” 
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Let Troyanovsky Deny These Facts 


Again, I suppose that Mr. A. A. 
Troyanovsky, the Soviet Ambassador in 
Washington, and others will say that 
these are things of the recent past; 
that Soviet Russia is today the most 
tolerant Country in the world. 


They will tell us that thoughtless 
propaganda has provoked such crimes. 
That today anti-religious propaganda 
is eradicating religion through edu- 
cation, by convincing people of its ab- 
surdity. 


They will also insist that it is strict- 
ly prohibited to persecute religious 

people; that the Soviet government is 
so kind that it will not allow even the 
enemies of Communism to become 
“martyrs”. 


And again they are lying! The lead- 
ers have no thought of stopping the 
slaughter of the faithful in the Coun- 
iry. 


BEGINNING WITH STALIN, 
EVERY SOVIET OFFICIAL OF 
ANY IMPORTANCE MUST BE A 
MEMBER OF THE LEAGUE OF 
MILITANT GODLESS. The official 
magazine of the League, “The God- 
less”, tells us in its February 1937 is- 
sue: 


. The new Constitution gave the 
Ministers of cults the right to vote, 
which up to now was prohibited to 
them. Now Priests and other Ministers 
of religion have the right to participate 
in the election of the Soviet adminis- 
tration; to participate in the meetings 
of citizens and to voice their sugges- 
tions.” 


The thought of voting in Russia is 
silly. Russia is a vast prison. Imagine 
prisoners voting on any subject con- 
trary to the wishes of their guards, 
officers and police. The Godless con- 
tinues: 


“Does this mean that our attitude 
toward religion, Ministers of cults, 
has changed in any respect? ... In- 
deed not!” 


And it certainly has not changed a 
bit! In the January issue of the maga- 
zine, the leader of the Godless, a Jew 
named Jaroskavsky, calls attention to 
the meaning of religious freedom in 
Soviet Russia. “. . . . No doubt,” he 
writes, “that part of the Ministers of 
cults are interpreting the Constitution 
broadly, and in their own favor. They 
do not seem to have noticed that the 
Constitution, while granting the citi- 
zens the right to perform religious 
cults, gives every citizen the right to 
conduct anti-religious propaganda.” 
Mr. Jaroslavsky had the last sentence 
printed in italic type.

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Why Peter Wept

ND Peter went out and wept 
bitterly.” Luke 22:62. 


There are times in the lives of most 
of us when the memory of something 
we have done, some awful misdeed of 
the sorry past, rushes in upon our souls 
with overwhelming force. 


Conscience and memory unite in ac- 
cusatory strain, and the realization of 
what we have done, and that nothing 
we can say or do will erase it, opens the 
flood-gates of our hearts and we mourn 
as a dove. 


Such a time had come in the life of 
Peter. Painfully he remembered the 
supper of a few short hours ago, how 
he had sat at the table with the Mas- 
ter, and had drunk of the wine and eat- 
en of the broken bread. Had listened 
to the solemn yet mysterious declaration 
made by the Lord — something about 
the wine being His blood and the bread 
His body. 


What could He have meant? 


And then, after supper, the Man of 
Sorrows had risen, Peter remembered 
with a wince, and laying aside His gar- 
ments, girded Himself with a towel. 
Was this a symbol of how He had laid 
aside His garments of royalty, immor- 
tality, and Light Unapproachable, to 
gird Himself with human flesh, the 
seed of Abraham, as a servant? 


Peter recalled how, amid his own 
boisterous expostulations, the Most 
High Himself had sounded the depths 
of humility when He bent to wash the 
feet of others. He would never have 
submitted to such a condescension on 
the part of his Lord except for that 
cryptic remark: “If I wash thee not, 
thou hast no part with me.” 


There was something about those 
words which sounded ominous to Pe- 
ter unless he yielded the point. And 
the hymn they had sung — Peter’s 
tears flowed afresh as the words echoed 
and reechoed through his memory; he 
remembered how close in spirit he had 


felt to his Lord at that time. And

Sometimes we sit at the table of the 
Lord and are partakers of the wine and 
the bread, both literally and mystically. 
Our “old bottles” are filled to capacity 
with new wine, and the joyful swell- 
ings inside, and the delightful sensa- 
tions, cause us to feel as though we 
were going to burst from sheer ecstacy! 
And the Bread we feed upon is that 
“which cometh down from heaven, that 
aman may eat thereof, and not die.” 


As we sing the songs of Zion our 
spirits soar unfettered, unconfined, for 
“He hath raised us up together, and 
made us sit together in heavenly places 
in Christ Jesus.” Such fellowship with 
the saints and communion of the Holy 
Ghost is blessed indeed, and serves to 
strengthen us and to fortify us against 
the dark days to come. For “If a man 
live many years and rejoice in them 
all; yet let him remember the days of 
darkness; for they shall be many.” 


“The Flesh is Weak” 


Peter’s mind traveled on in bitter 
retrospection. 


After the hymn, they had gone out 
to the Mount of Olives where they of- 
ten resorted for privacy, prayer and se- 
clusion. As they passed under the sha- 
dows of the gnarled olive trees the 
Lord had remarked, “All ye shall be 
offended because of me this night.” 


Peter remembered the strange sad- 
ness with which his Master had utter- 
ed these words, and which, no doubt,

was the cause of his loyal and impul- 
sive response: “I am ready to go with 
Thee both into prison, and to death.” 


How heedless and hasty he had been! 
And the Lord had said something about 
Satan desiring to have him, Peter, that 
he might sift him as wheat. Peter’s 
throat choked as he realized now what 
the Lord had meant. 


All too often we, like Peter, rise up 
in the congregation of the righteous 
and loudly and confidently declaim that 
we are ready to follow our Savior 
whithersoever He leadeth. We sing: 
“T’ll go with Him, with Him, all the 
Way.” 

We believe, with James and John, 
that we are able to drink of the cup 
that our Lord drinks of, and to submit 
to the same baptism. But wait until 
we receive a taste of the prison, wait 
until the iron bars of circumstances 
shut us out from the fellowship of the 
saints and we face alone the terrors by 
night and the pestilence that walketh 
in darkness, and feel in solitude the ar- 
row that flieth by day. 


Further, wait until we face the 
dreadful prospect of being crucified to 
all that we naturally hold most dear, a 
death that is so real, so terrifying in 
aspect, that the soul, when led into it 
by God’s providences, cries out in deep- 
est anguish, “I am crucified with 
Christ!” 

Wait until the long cherished idols 
of self, however innocent they seem, be- 
gin to fall and crumble according to 
the all-wise purpose of Him Who worh- 
eth all things after the counsel of His 
own immutable will. Finally, wait un- 
til we feel ourselves slipping helplessly 
away into the valley of the shadow of 
death where dwells the pale horse and 
his fearful rider, wait until then, and 
if our life is still consonant with our 
testimony, then we can truly say with 
Peter, “I am ready to lay down my life 
for Thy sake.” 


Sorrowfully Peter remembered the 
scene in the garden. 


His Master had felt so burdened, so 


oppressed with some awful sorrow, that 
He had separated Himself from His 
disciples and had proceeded on alone 
into the fastness of the garden. “Tarry 
ye here and watch,” had been His low- 
voiced instructions to those left behind. 
And Peter — there in the dim shadows 
cast by a spectral moon — had gone 
to sleep! 


So had James and John, but they had 
not been as forward in asserting their 
undying allegiance as he had. Peter 
recalled how the Lord had returned, 
probably desiring a bit of human sup- 
port and sympathy in His great sorrow, 
and had found them sleeping; and 
Peter, half roused, had heard Him mur- 
mur sadly as if to Himself, “Simon, 
sleepest thou? Couldst not thou watch 
one hour?” Then, sighing deeply, He 
added as though in extenuation for His 
delinquent disciples, “The spirit truly 
is ready, but the flesh is weak.” Ann 
Peter with heavy eyes, not sure he was- 
n’t dreaming, had slipped off into ob- 
livion again. 


“Afar Off” 


The next thing he remembered was 
a medley of excited voices. 


All was confusion: flickering torches, 
lanterns and rattling staves in the 
hands of a milling multitude, with Ju- 
das himself in the vanguard. Pete1 
grasped his sword firmly, resolving to 
sell his life as dearly as possible in 
defense of his Lord and thus make good 
his boast. One wild swing and off had 


come the ear of Malchus, servant t« 


the high priest. 


As Peter had been about to swing 
again, the calm unperturbed voice of 
the Lord had arrested him and had 
bidden him put his sword into its 
sheath. Peter recalled how perplexed 
he had been; if he was not to fight 
then what was he to do, and as rough 
hands laid hold of his blessed Lord he, 
in company with other disciples, had 
fled in bewilderment and consternation. 
With this exception — “And Peter fol- 
lowed afar off.” 


Better to follow afar off than not to 
follow at all, thought Peter bitterly. 
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Bridegroom as closely as Peter had 
done, so closely that our souls have 
communed with Him in sweetest inti- 
macy, and tender secrets have been ex- 
changed and endearments’ whispered 
over and over again, and we have fam- 
iliarly conversed with Him as a lover 
converses with his beloved, and then for 
some reason we cease following Him 
and sit down, as Peter did, it is a na- 
tural consequence that we fall asleep, 
for inertia begets slumber. And while 
our souls are sleeping, the Saviour 
seems to withdraw Himself about a 
stone’s cast away. 


Unhappy the soul that finds itself 
thus separated from its Divine Com- 
panion; it is forbidden to partake of 
the joys and pleasures of this world, 
and since the Saviour is gone, with Him 
has gone its happiness, for in His pres- 
ence is fulness of joy and at His right 
hand there are pleasures forevermore. 


Peter was jarred into wakefulness 
when the clamorous multitude bore 
down upon them. But no matter what 
direful eventuality or circumstance it 
may be that occasions our awakening, 
still it is an expression of the infinite 
mercy of God if it causes us to follow, 
even “afar off.” 


“Peter Wept Bitterly” 


Peter, standing there in the dim 
dawn, quite forgetful of the cold, heard 
the cock crow again. The sound tore at 
his heart strings. 


Would his Master ever forgive him? 
Could this Man — this God-Man — 
Who seemed able to forgive any wrong 
committed against Him, forgive even 
this? What was it Peter had heard 
Him say about forgiving until seventy 
times seven? 


But no one had ever sinned against 
Him as he had done! Why, he had 
stood there in the courtyard and hotly 
denied that he had ever known this 
friendless Man of Galilee. 


Nay, more than this, he had even 
cursed and sworn in the heat of his de- 
nial. Just when a word would have 
done the most good — oh, if he had 
only been courageous enough to face 
these cruel men who had dogged his 
Master to death and boldly declare,

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_ A Scoffer Of The Last Days

Hy Scteinge 3 this first, that there shall 
come in the last days SCOFFERS, 
walking after their own lusts, and 
saying, Where is the promise of his 
coming? for since the fathers fell 
asleep, all things continue as they 
were from the beginning of the crea- 
tion”. 2 Peter 3:3-4. 


F.w men are more straightforward 
than the Rev. Harry Emerson Fosdick, 
noted pastor of New York City’s aris- 
tocratic Riverside Church. 


Long a storm center in the Funda- 
mentalist - Modernist controversy, Mr. 
Fosdick has no patience whatever with 
the New Testament doctrine of the 
second coming of Christ and says so 
in plain, simple, understandable lan- 
guage quite incapable of creating con- 
fusion in the minds of any save those 
who are determined no man’s speech 
shall be made to mean what he defin- 
itely and positively asserts it does 
mean. 


In fairness to Mr. Fosdick it must 
be said that he is far more honest and 
open about his beliefs and unbeliefs 
than some of his supposed friends are 
about him, and his theological views. 
I once heard Dr. Richard L. Shipley, 
editor of a prominent denominational 
magazine, vehemently declare that 
most of the quotations used against 
the noted New York divine are unfair 
to him in that they do not properly 
represent his views. 


“I have read Dr. Trumbull’s quota- 
tions from Mr. Fosdick’s writings and 
have checked them in the books from 
which they were taken, and at no time 
did Dr. Trumbull’s quotations in the 
Sunday School Times properly repre- 
sent Mr. Fosdick’s views”, said this 
editor. 


“Dr. Trumbull chose those passages 
in which Mr. Fosdick was stating an 
attitude or theological position not 
necessarily his own. But in each in- 
stance Dr. Trumbull presented them 
as statements of Mr. Fosdick’s own 
belief and teaching”. 


It occurred to me that what was 
needed on some of these issues was a 
direct answer to a direct question. 
With this in mind, I addressed the fol- 
lowing letter to the man who is the 
acknowledged representative Liberal 
of the nation. 


Dear Dr. Fosdick: 


I wonder if you would be good 
enough to use the enclosed envelope 
to give a young preacher some much 
needed assistance? 


For the past several months I have 
been engaged in revival meetings, 
practically all of my campaigns be- 
ing with churches in rural communi- 
ties and in small towns. In these 
campaigns I have been confronted 
with a veritable deluge of questions, 
such as, “What do you think of the 
Second Coming of Christ?” and 
“Do you believe that Jesus is com- 
ing soon?” 


I must confess that I little dreamed 
that there was such a widespread 
belief that Jesus was coming back. 
The preachers in the small churches, 
and their people seem to be literally 
possessed of the idea. 


What do you think of it, and what 
should I do when confronted with 
the question? 


Any assistance you give me in this 
matter will be very greatly appre- 
ciated. 


Thanking you, I am, 


At this juncture it should be pointed 
out that this letter of inquiry is a 
strictly honest statement of the situa- 
tion as I have found it among the 
churches where I have been privileged 
to lead in special services. No facts 
are mis-stated. I was surprised at the 
widespread expectancy I found of the 
return of the Lord—an expectancy I 
did my best to encourage. If Dr. Fos- 
dick saw fit to regard me as a young 
preacher who should be snatched from 
the pitfalls of belief in the Bible, that 
was his responsibility, not mine! I 
am a young preacher. 


His response was prompt and to 
the point. Bearing the date of April 
21, 1936, it is sufficiently recent to be 
considered up-to-date. 


And, if I may be pardoned the ob- 
servation, I think the editor referred 
to above, together with the rest of the

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and girls—and many other similar groups 
—met daily to study God’s Word. During a 
recent summer, the American Sunday School Union 
conducted 882 such Rural Daily Vacation Bible 
Schools; and 23,603 otherwise unreached rural youth 
attended them.

royal order of scoffers, will have some 
difficulty in getting around his forth- 
right candor. The letter follows: 


Dear Mr. Buroker: 


Of course I do not believe at all 
in the Second Coming of Christ, and 
you will find that matter treated 
in my book on The Modern Use of 
the Bible. 


It was an early first century form 
of thought that arose among the 
Jews and was carried over among 
the early Christians, but as for 
there being anything intellectually 
serious or credible about it, that is, 
of course, I think, preposterous. 


I do not know what you can do 
with people who insist that you 
must think in that realm. I should 
simply have to tell them that as 
for me that is impossible.

It is not my present purpose te argue 
the issues raised by this perfectly 
plain statement from the eminent scof- 
fer who occupies both the pulpit of 
the Riverside Church and a professor’s 
chair in Union Theological Seminary, 
where he casts a blighting influence 
upon both ministers and missionaries 
going out from that institution. My 
one purpose is to put the man, once 
and for all, on record as a scoffer at 
the doctrine of the Second Coming of 
Christ. 


In order that there might be no 
question or dispute about the subject 
matter under discussion, both my letter 
of inquiry and Dr. Fosdick’s reply 
have been quoted in full. The inquiry 
was direct. His reply was no less 
direct. 


The issue is plainly drawn and Dr. 
Fosdick has definitely placed himself 
on the side of those who repudiate the 
promise of the Lord to return, while 
admitting that such was the belief and 
teaching of the Church of New Testa- 
ment times. 


Since Dr. Fosdick expressly states 


in his letter that there is nothing “in- 
tellectually serious or credible” about 
the Second Coming of Christ, and that 
it is, to use his own highly expressive 
word, “preposterous”, and then refers 
me to his book, it will manifestly be 
no misrepresentation of his views to 
introduce a few more extended state- 
ments on the same subject from the 
book-form publication of his lectures 
before the students and faculty of the 
School of Religion at Yale University. 


In his preface to the “Modern Use 
of the Bible”, under date of May 3, 
1924, Dr. Fosdick warns his readers 
as follows: “The position represented 
in this book will of course be distast- 
ful to those bound by a theory of 
literal inerrancy in their approach 
to the Bible”. And readers who are 
looking for numerous denials of the 
inspiration of the Scriptures are not 
disappointed. 


It is in the fourth chapter that this 
scoffer gets around to stating his 
position with respect to the Second 
Coming of Christ. This is also the 
chapter in which he gives voice to his 
infidelity on several doctrines which 
he admits the Scriptures plainly teach. 


The list of such repudiations of the 
simple language of the New Testa- 
ment is much too long for inclusion, 
but a few are given here for the rea- 
son that they are connected doctrin- 
ally with the doctrine of the Lord’s 
return. 


No statement of the Bible is plainer 
than that of Paul to the effect that the 
dead in Christ shall be raised at the 
coming of the Lord. Dr. Fosdick is 
quick to admit that “The basis for 
this physical phrasing of immortality 
is plainly laid in the Bible”. He is 
equally quick to say, “I believe in the 
persistence of personality through 
death, but I do not believe in the re- 
surrection of the flesh”. 


Angels announced the birth of the 
long awaited Messiah. Angels declar- 
ed the Second Coming of the Lord to 
the wondering disciples before whose 
eyes He had been lifted up into heaven. 
Angels, the Scriptures tell us, are to 
accompany the Lord on His return to 
earth. But Dr. Fosdick says, “Indeed, 
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we must confess that as a category 
of scientific explanation actually ap- 
plied to daily life we are not Biblical 
in our thinking about angels”. 


In view of the foregoing, and par- 
ticularly in the light of his letter te 
me, it is not at all surprising to find 
him saying, on page 104, “I believe 
in the victory of righteousness upon 
this earth, in the coming of the king- 
dom of Christ whereon Christ looking 
shall see the travail of his soul and 
be satisfied, but I do not believe in 
the physical return of Jesus”. The 
italics are mine, but the words are the 
words of Dr. Fosdick. 


A comparison of the statements in 
his book with his letter to me makes 
it sufficiently clear that Dr. Fosdick 
repudiates the thinking of New Testa- 
ment writers on a wide variety of 
doctrines. 


Chief among his contentions, in this 
vein, is that the belief in the Second 
Coming of Christ was borrowed from 
the Jews who refused to accept the 
Lord Jesus at His first coming but who 
argued so convincingly about His 
Second Coming the early Christians 
were won over to their viewpoint! 
What he means, of course, is that the 
Jews had a mistaken eschatology and 
that the early Christians foolishly 
adopted it. 


Reduced to yet simpler terms, the 
Minister of the fashionable and ex- 
tremely wealthy Riverside Church 
,means that the Old Testament is not 
“to be relied upon either historically, 
doctrinally or prophetically. It natur- 
ally follows that the New Testament 
is also in error, since such writers as 
Paul and Peter are in harmony with 
the eschatology outlined by the pro- 
phets of the Old Testament. 


A further confirmation of the ac- 
curacy of Peter’s prophetic utterance 
is to be seen in the fact that Dr. 
Fosdick is the popular representative 
of a very considerable and vocal class 
of theological leaders who dominate 
the principal denominations of the day. 


I have letters in my possession from 
upwards of twenty of the leading 
Modernists of the Country to whom I 
addressed inquiries identical with the 
one to which Mr. Fosdick replied. With- 
out exception they avow the same un- 
ene in the Second Coming of the 
.ord. 


INCLUDED IN THIS LIST OF SELF-CON- 
FESSED SCOFFERS IS THE PRESENT 
PRESIDENT OF THE FEDERAL COUNCIL 
OF CHURCHES AND FIVE FORMER PRESI- 
DENTS OF THE SAME ECCLESIASTICAL 
ORGANIZATION. 


The list includes several of the 
“great” preachers, ecclesiastical digni- 
taries, religious educators, editors and 
ministers in the spotlight as leaders in 
social reform agitation. 

With one voice they scoffingly ask, 
“Where is the promise of his coming?” 

It is likewise apparent that this 
skepticism of the Lord’s solemn pro- 
mise to return is not confined to the 
professional classes in religion. It 
would be difficult to believe that Dr. 
Fosdick’s congregation and especially 
those who put up the five million dol- 
lars required for the erection of the

building in which he dispenses his 
Gospel of Modernism, hold views very 
much at variance with those of their 
celebrated preacher. 


It is hardly to be expected that bish- 
ops, editors and social reformers stand 
alone in their denominations as scof- 
fers at the doctrine of the Second Com- 
ing. 

The wealthy supporters of his 
Church, or so the press reported at 
the time, were so anxious to have the 
noted Dr. Fosdick as their preacher 
that they agreed to the erection of the 
new building on Riverside Drive and 
to the renunciation of immersion for 
baptism, though the congregation was 
affiliated with the Baptist denomina- 
tion. It was also agreed that persons 
were to be admitted to membership ir- 
— of their views about Jesus 

rist. 


When the building was erected the 
figures of Einstein and Darwin were 
included with those of Christ, the 
apostles and the angels, in the car- 
ving over one of the entrances. 


That Einstein is an alleged Commun- 
ist and that Darwin died an agnostic 
apparently makes but little difference 
to the preacher or the adoring congre- 
gation. 

Dr. Fosdick not only twits the be- 
liever with the question, “Where is the 
promise of his coming?” he firmly as- 
serts that the promise was never a 
promise at all but only a Jewish 
“thought-form” (page 108 of his book) 
mistakenly adopted by the early Chris- 
tians! 

The significant thing is that the 
Apostle Peter stated that scoffers of 
the Fosdick type were to put in their 
appearance in the last days. 


The last days are the days immedi- 
ately preceding the return of the Lord 
Jesus Christ!

66 AND in his estate shall stand 

up a vile person, to whom 
they shall not give the honor of 
the kingdom: but he shall come in 
peaceably, and obtain the king- 
dom by flatteries.” — Daniel 
11:21. 


In every section of the Middle and 
Near East one encounters strong evi- 
dence of Italian influence in the fields 
of education, commerce and industry. 


From Morocco to the Persian Gulf; 
from Southern Europe to the borders 
of Sahara; and from Portugal, via 
Egypt and Sudan to Kenya, owners 
of radio sets can pick up nightly broad- 
casts preaching Fascism and the King- 
dom of Mussolini in the Arabic langu- 
age. Trained radio orators assure the 
multitudes that Italy’s program of ma- 
terial expansion will eventually assume 
the form of the prophesied Millennium. 


Listeners are given to understand 
that Italy’s political policy is not sus- 
ceptible of retractable modification. The 
countries that lie between Mosul, Iraq, 
and Yemen, inclusive, are expected to 
waltz to the tune of the Roman chant. 


Throughout the Islamic world a won- 
derful reaction of feeling followed in 
the wake of Italy’s successful conquest 
of Ethiopia. Indignation has given way 
to admiration; hatred to high praises. 
And these changing sentiments have 
been strengthened by Mussolini’s thea- 
trical appearance in North Africa, 
where he posed as “the Protector of 
Islam.” 


Good-will was created by his trip, 
and confidence inspired in his mission 
to restore the Roman Empire, thus sav- 
ing Europe from a catastrophe greater 
than that produced by the war of 1914 
and its aftermath of financial ruin. 


All over Western Asiatic and North- 
ern countries, are communities that 
have sampled THE MATERIALIZED 
FORM of Italian propaganda, and con- 
sequently there has followed a whoie- 
hearted support of Italian methods and 
political ideals. 


Following the World War, up to 
1930, the chief propagandist power in 
Mediterranean countries was Soviet 
Russia. A training school at Baku us- 
ed to send out specially qualified pro- 
— into all the countries of 

sia. 


Night after night the Moscow radio 
station used to broadcast a cleverly 
conceived program of propaganda in 
English, French and German. Today, 
however, Russia’s place in this regard 
has been almost altogether taken by 
Italy. 


The plain truth is — those who 
have insisted for years upon study- 
ing Mussolini as the potential Anti- 
christ of the end-time are coming 
daily, into possession of ever in- 
creasing evidence, to sustain their 
suspicions. In the light of what is 
being said and written these days, 


about the Italian conquest of the old 
Roman Empire by means of propa- 
ganda, the following passage refer- 
ring directly to the Antichrist, be- 
comes exceedingly significant: 


“He shall come in peaceably and 
obtain the kingdom by flatteries.” 


The radio programs from Bari are 
sent out night after night in Arabic 
and in Italian for the benefit of the in- 
habitants of the Levant. Programs are 
also sent out in other languages, but 
these are not primarily intended for 
the Middle East. 


The radio program is backed up by 
news reels and cinemas, and these in 
turn are braced with the actual pro- 
gram of hospitals, schools, colleges, 
universities, industrial and commercial 
institutes, and modern engineering pro- 
jects, not to mention intensive subsi- 
dizing to obtain political supremacy. 


His Fetish in North Africa 
“And such as do wickedly against the 
covenant shall he corrupt by flatteries. 
. -’ — Daniel 11:32. 


On March 12th the Near East receiv- 
ed a message by radio from Tobrouk 
that Mussolini arrived in Africa on 
beard the cruiser Pola, and after con- 
sultation with Marshal Balbo, in com- 
pany with three ministers of the Italian 
Government, soon departed for the 
Egyptian frontier to celebrate the in- 
avguration of the new Italian Tripoli- 
Tunisi road which traverses the South-

ern coast of the Mediterranean for a 
distance of 2,000 miles, joining Egypt 
with Tunis. 


_About 140 foreign correspondents, 
cinemamen, and publicity agents ac- 
companied him on this tour, which is 
considered to be one of the most signi- 
ficant and important ever undertaken 
by the head of the Italian Government. 
It was meant to symbolize the complete 


strategic hold which Italy will yet 
gain in all Northern Africa. 
An address to the Superman was 


read at the Mosque of the Cadi of Ben- 
ghazi, as follows: “Welcome, O Duce, 
to this faithful city and to this ancient 
temple. The Mohammedans of. this 
country, who have followed the gran- 
doise progress of Fascist Italy, need 
your guidance. Those who have served 
you with loyalty and devotion are sin- 
cerely grateful for this happy visit. It 
confirms your sympathy toward them 
and your respect toward their religion.” 


Mussolini reiterated in his speeches 
in Africa, the assurance that he would 
serve as the “friend of the Arabs” and 
“the Defender of Islam.” A pamphlet 
was issued on the 14th of March entit- 
led “The Islamic Policy of Italy.” The 
pamphlet claims that in the new Ital- 
lan Empire: 


1. There is the fullest protection for 
the Moslem faith. 


2. No attempt to convert Moslems to 
Christianity is authorized by the Ital- 
ian Government. 


3. Old Mosques are to be restored and 
new ones built in which “Moslems can 
invoke the protection of God, our King- 
Emperor and our Duce.” 


The pamphlet continues: “In Algeria 
there are rebellion and violence; in 
Morocco and Tunis political ferment 
and agitation; in Syria a series of 
questions of international and national 
character make the transformation of 
the mandatory government into an 
autonomous one difficult. ... 


“In Palestine the revolt of the Arabs 
—- anti-Zionist and anti-British — fer- 
ments unceasingly in spite of cruel re- 
pression.” 


What a thrust at England! The 
pamphlet is the culmination of a long 
outpouring of Italian propaganda from 
the Bari wireless station in the Arabic 
language. After its first issue, the 
pamphlet was hurriedly withdrawn and 
issued in an amended version, in which 
some of the earlier passages were omit- 
ted. 


At Derna, Mussolini extended largess 
to the Mohammedan Wakfs to the ex- 
tent of 80,000 liras. Like sums and var- 
ious beneficences were bestowed in other 
localities. 


A Wizard of Expediency 
In the eyes of Islam, Mussolini has 
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become a magician of the rarest charm 
and expediency. The hope of present 
and future gain for them, is dazzling. 


There is little thought in this part 
of the world, as to whom this great 
dictator may turn out to be, from the 
standpoint of prophecy! But he is evi- 
dently intent on building a Millennial 
kingdom out of the followers of Catho- 
lic Rome, the adherents of Mohammed, 
the Jews of Palestine — and of whom- 
soever may welcome his “flatteries” 
and yield to his propaganda. 


The Arab usually reasons thus: 
Facts are what we want, and Musso- 
lini produces facts; it is peace, pros- 
perity and happiness we seek, and he 
gives us all in a most sumptuous man- 
ner. Let us serve our Emancipator! 
If we oppose him, he will humble us 
in the dust; if we serve him, he wiil 
give us untold benefits. 


To the student of prophecy, this is 
unadulterated Antichrist doctrine. 


Italian activities in Arab lands have 
convinced a few such English writers 
as Ernest Main, special correspondent 
of the London Daily Telegraph, that 
something more than appears on the 
surface, will arise out of the aggres- 
sive program of Mussolini in Mediter- 
ranean countries. 


The Fascist propaganda is so con- 
spicuous that it cannot fail to attract 
the attention of the most casual obser- 
ver. Radio, screen and subsidies are 
the chief agencies used, while the ac- 
tual complement of a vast program of 
material development which has _al- 
ready progressed beyond its initial 
stage, are aims which impress Islam 
with a certainty of release from eco- 
nomic and political oppression. 


Our own observation confirms the 
contention of Ernest Main that unless 
Britain and France take some steps to 
counter or excel the appeal of Italy to 
the Moslem world, mere force of arms 
will later prove no barrier to Italian 
supremacy. 


Propaganda in the Italian language 
is also being broadcast to the thous- 
ands of Italian subjects along the 
coasts and islands of the Mediterran- 
ean; this includes Malta, the French- 
African colonies, Egypt, Palestine, and 
Traq. 

Nothing that France and England 
has to offer can compete with the Ita- 
lian program which either surmounts 
or escapes local control or censorship. 
In the case of hospitals and schools, 
they are generally managed and staff- 
ed, for the most part, by Italians; the 
equipment is of the very latest, and the 
service is equal to or superior to that 
provided, by the best British or Ameri- 
can institutions, and the costs are next 
to nothing for the natives. 


This is a bit of clever advertising, 
the resultant benefits of which to Italy 
cannot be minimized, and of which 
England and France dare not long be 
indifferent. 


Mr. Main observed that the holiday 
tours for students to Rome, were care- 
fully conducted, and the students are 
given an opportunity to live on a stand- 
ard to which they are unaccustomed at 
home. They are shown the grandeur 
of Italian civilization. They see at the 


same time what a powerful internation- 
al instrument Fascism has become; and 
the Levantine is always impressed by a 
display of power. 

We, in the East, are daily becoming 
more accustomed to this sort of propa- 
ganda, but some of us know exactly 
where we are in prophecy and toward 
what we are rapidly drifting. 


It is not this “drift” that alarms us 
most — it is the lack of recognition of 
the consequences by the masses that 
leaves them unprepared to meet the cli- 
max. 


Italians Never Forget 


While the clergy and newspapers of 
Great Britain were protesting vigor- 
ously against the manner of Mussolini’s 
advertising campaign in Africa, the 
Dictator, upon his return to Italy, ad- 
dressed himself to England in particu- 
lar, and to the world in general, over 
the heads of his immediate hearers, in 
terms of the utmost contempt and de- 
fiance. 

Speaking from his balcony at the 
Palazzo Venzia to the massed citizens, 
he flung this insult in the teeth of Eng- 
lish clergymen: “The anniversary falls 
while one of those unusual furious 
storms rage against our magnificent 
Fascist Italy. It is a storm of printed 
paper. The flood of muddy ink — to 
which one must logically add the hys- 
terical and hypocritical oratory of cer- 
tain Anglican pulpits which are always 
ready to see the mote in the eyes of 
others, while their own are burdened 
with heavy and aged beams. . They 
will not succeed in disturbing our im- 
perturbable calm and the not less im- 
— calm of all the Italian peo- 
p lec” 

Raising his voice to a furious roar, 
he shouted: “It is said that the Italian 
people forget easily. Error of errors! 
This is one of the errors into which 
superficial and foreign observers faii. 
The Italian people have a most tena- 
cious memory and know how to wait. 
We waited 40 years to avenge Adowa, 
but we have succeeded. And even if it 
should happen that memory languishes 
at the present time, we are here to 
awaken and to jog it up. Blackshirts, 
remember and prepare! That is the 
warning of to-day’s celebration!” 


The speech was continually inter- 
rupted with the hoarse cheers of the 
crowd, and also broadcast by loudspeak- 
ers throughout all centers of Italy. 


“And the king shall do according to 
his will; and he shall exalt himself, and 
magnify himself above every god, and 
shall speak marvellous things against 
the God of gods, and shall prosper till 
the indignation be accomplished: for 
that that is determined shall be done.” 
— Daniel 11:36. 
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Only prayer and a revival of the 
“Faith of our Fathers” can hope to 
halt the juggernaut of Bolshevism in 
the United States. 


Only spiritual forces can resist the 
destructive agencies which are now 
seeking to destroy our homes, churches 
and system of government.

You may receive a large bundle of 
tracts every month, or if you prefer, 
we can distribute your tracts in prisons, 
hospitals, missionary fields, C. C. C. 
Camps, and elsewhere.

OLLOWING the World War 
Italy was on the verge of poli- 
tical and economic collapse. 





Her total wealth was estimated at 
$16,500,000,000 and over against that 
there was a huge mountain of debt 
amounting to $12,000,000,000. Her un- 
employed numbered millions. Most of 
the factories were closed. 


The Communists, as is their custom, 
attacked the nation when her vitality 
was at its lowest ebb. Like ferocious 
wolves pouncing upon their wounded 
prey, they drove their Red fangs into 
the vitals of the nation and there in- 
jected the deadly venom of their per- 
nicious revolutionary propaganda. 


Frothy-mouthed soap-box orators 
pawed the air and bellowed like angry 
bulls. True to form, they exploited la- 
bor, which is their favorite method of 
overthrowing governments. They pro- 
mise the laboring man anything—ev- 
erything, but have no intention of mak- 
ing any effort to fulfill the promises. 


Their sole purpose is to get the sup- 
port and the vote of the working man. 
Then after riding into power upon a 
wave of emotionalism the leaders strip 
the people of their earthly possessions 
and their liberties and leave them to 
starve, as has been done in Russia. 


The Red leaders then become su- 
preme in power. They become the sup- 
er-Capitalists who own and control ev- 
erything and who make the people chat- 
tels of the state. That is what they 
have accomplished in Russia. That was 
their objective in Italy. 


They are employing the same tech- 
nique in the United States at the pres- 
ent time, as any good observer can 
readily detect. 


How Fascism Was Created 


Mussolini, anticipating the revolution, 
raised an army of 300,000 blackshirts 
to counteract the efforts of the Reds. 
The King of Italy, unprepared to cope 
with the situation, invited Mussolini to 
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become the Prime Minister and take 
charge of affairs, which he did on Oc- 
tober 27, 1922. 


Thus Italy was saved from dominion 
by the Communists, and in saving Italy, 
no doubt Mussolini also saved most of 
Europe from the yoke of the designing 
Reds, for no other power was able to 
cope with them at that time. 


Since then, the Communist menace 
produced Nazism in Germany. Thus 
it will be seen that both Fascism and 
Nazism were in reality created by 
Communism. Both of the former poli- 
tical systems were created for the pur- 
pose of counteracting the effects of the 
revolutionary propaganda of the Com- 
munists. But for Fascism, Italy would 
have fallen into the hands of the Reds! 


But for Nazism, Germany would 
have suffered a like fate, and no Euro- 
pean country would have been safe 
from the international Red exploiters. 
Spain is now moving in the same di- 
rection; she is traveling in the path of 
Italy and Germany. Has it never oc- 
curred to the Communist that he is to 
blame for the existence of those politi- 
cal systems, Fascism and Nazism, 
which he continually denounces? 


Perhaps his ire is aroused because 
these two powers have prevented the 
Reds from subjugating Europe and pos- 
sibly conquering the world, which is 
their plan according to their own testi- 
mony. 


I hold no brief for Fascism, Nazism 
or any other form of dictatorship. I 
am simply discussing recent history, 
calling attention to the fact that the 
laws of self-preservation acted and 
thus Communism produced these other 
forms of illegitimate children. How- 
ever, the people have fared much better 
under Fascism and Nazism than they 
would have under Communism. 
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Mussolini and the Pope 


With one master stroke of strategy 
Mussolini stripped the Pope of his poli- 
tical power when he made him monarch 
of Vatican City, a territory covering 38 
hectares. 


Formerly the Pope was a prisoner 
in the Vatican. Now he is a prisoner 
in his small empire embracing a ter- 
ritory of 93 acres. There is little like- 
lihood that on that small area, the Pope 
could raise an army or create any ef- 
fective opposition to Mussolini’s pro- 
gram. 

Not only that, but now the Pope, 
having his own government, has no 
right to interfere in the political affairs 
of Italy. The Treaty of the Lateran 
and a Concordat were signed on Feb- 
rvary 11, 1929 which limits the Pope’s 
authority to The Vatican City. 


The Roman Catholics heralded this 
event as a great victory. As usual, it 
was a victory for Mussolini, the master 
strategist. 


Mussolini and the King 


Mussolini’s popularity is so great in 
Italy and her possessions that some 
have suggested that there is no need 
for the King. But Mussolini lauds the 
King and urges the people to honor 
him. Thus Mussolini has no rival in 
either the King or the Pope. 


The people, realizing the terrible con- 
ditions in Russia under the Communist 
regime, are profoundly grateful that 
Mussolini delivered them from the 
scourge of Red dominion and therefore 
readily support his program. 


Mussolini and the Moslems 


The latest, and perhaps the greatest 
stroke of Mussolini strategy, is his ef- 
fort to capture the favor of the Mos- 
lems. In Libya he was received with a 
great demonstration by the natives. 


Shells burst in mimic warfare. Two 
thousand Arab horsemen dashed to the 
scene, beating their war drums furious- 
ly. While they cast themselves at Mus- 
solini’s feet their chieftain presented 
him with an Islamic Sword, the hilt of 
which was studded with choice gems. 


During his speech in Tripoli, he 
proudly displayed the sword and char- 
acterized it as the most precious gift 
of his life and “the most welcome sym- 
bol of justice.” 

He promised to improve the destiny 


of the Moslems and expressed his sym- 
pathy for the Moslems “throughout the 
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entire world.” He promised to bring 
about a fulfillment of their hope of 
peace and prosperity “according to the 
wishes of your Prophet.” 


What is the significance of this great 
demonstration of affection? It means 
that Mussolini intends to capture the 
support of the Mohammedan world! Af- 
rica has 46,005,673 Moslems. They con- 
stitute 45 per cent of the population 
of that great area. In the following 
countries 90 per cent of the population 
is Moslem: Morocco, Tunisia, Rio De 
Ora, Egypt, Libya, Tripoli, Mauritania, 
Zanzibar, and British, French, and Ita- 
lian Somaliland. 


There are 160,000,000 Moslems in 
Asia, and 5,000,000 in Europe. The Arab 
people practically predominate in nor- 
thern Africa, Palestine, and Syria. 


The Jewish-Arab conflict continues in 
Palestine and there is no cessation of 
hostility. I saw the public highways 
patroled day and night; large fleets of 
trucks with mounted machine guns may 
be seen daily. 


The problem is by no means settled 
and the feeling of hostility is increas- 
ing. The Arab feels that he is being 
pushed out of his country by the Jew, 
like the Indians were dispossessed by 
those who early colonized America. 


Mussolini and every other well inform- 
ed person realizes that powerful Jew- 
ish leaders in Europe and America are 
very favorable toward Communism. The 
Arab is powerfully linked with the 
Moslem world. Communism is_ the 
greatest foe of Fascism. Mussolini, the 
super-strategist, might call attention to 
the Jewish propensity for Communism 
and the Communist opposition to Fas- 
cism, and against these twin evils, he 
might succeed in hurling the entire 
force of the Moslem world. And to our 
knowledge, the Moslems do no object to 
fighting. (He might also line up the 
Roman Catholic population of the world 
on his side.) 

The result of this line-up would be a 
great conflagration that might place in 
the hands of Mussolini much of the ter- 
ritory around the Mediterranean for- 
merly occupied by the Roman Empire— 
the empire which Mussolini is deter- 
mined to revive. 


Rome Must be Revived 
The Communists, however, hope to 
capture Spain, and after that, Gibral- 
tar, the “key to the Mediterranean.” 
That would give them control of the 
Sea. 
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_ Mussolini anticipates every move of 
his rivals in advance and some of the 
best minds of Italy believe that by 
supernatural power, he knows the fu- 
ture, a number of years ahead. He 
probably planned the conquest of Ethi- 
opia as a step toward gaining control 
of the Red Sea and the Suez Canal — 
the other outlet of the Mediterranean. 


Mussolini, realizing what is behind 
the Red revolution in Spain will do 
nothing to prevent a Fascist victory 
there. Communism is doomed to even- 
tual defeat according to the prophecies 
of the Word of God. 

Perhaps that is one of the reasons 
the Reds want to get rid of the Bible. 
They do not want to be reminded of 
their eventual defeat, doom, and dam- 
nation! However, Communism will 
play a prominent part in spreading ath- 
eism, lawlessness, and creating dicta- 
tors — all of which sets the stage for 
the reign of the coming Antichrist. 

According to Bible prophecy, the old 
Roman Empire will revived. Mus- 
solini believes himself to be a man of 
destiny to do this very thing. The re- 
cent rapid and complete transformation 
wrought in Italy by Fascism proves 


that its leader is a genius of rare power 
and ability. 


He or one of his successors, will as- 
suredly revive the ancient Empire for 
the prophets have foretold this event. 
Therefore, Fascism bids fair to become 
the WORLD POLITICAL SYSTEM un- 
der which the Antichrist will rule the 
earth. After that, Christianity will tri- 
umph under the personal reign of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, the coming King of 
Kings. He will bind Satan. He will 
end war. He will solve the world’s 
problems. He will effect universal 
prosperity. He will make righteous- 
ness cover the earth as the waters cov- 
er the sea. 


The clouds on the earthly horizon are 
darkening. Tribulation is approaching. 
The flames of revolution are spreading. 
The world will soon be engulfed in the 
maelstrom of the greatest conflagration 
of history. 


The failure and folly of man is again 
being recorded in the pages of history,

Who Rules Russia? 





HE “Central Committee of the 

Communist Party’ exercises 
autocratic control over Russia’s 
one hundred and sixty million 
population. 


There are 59 members on this com- 
mittee at the present time. Of this 
number, 56 are Jews. The remaining 
three are married to Jewesses. 


But within the “Central Committee”’ 
there is a super-committee of fourteen 
men called the “Politibureau” (mean- 
ing Political Bureau). The arrange- 
ment of the two groups is that of a 
wheel within a wheel! 


The 59 are powerful! But the four- 
teen are all powerful! 

The present members of the Politi- 
bureau are: 


(1) Molotov, a Russian possessing 
little actual power, a typical “front” 
for others. 

(2) Litvinoff, a Jew, former robber 
and ex-convict, Commissar of Foreign 
Affairs. 

(3) Jeshow, reported to be a Jew, 
Commissar of Interior Affairs. 


(4) Voroshiloff, a Russian, whose 
every action must be approved by a 
Jew named Gamarnik. Voroshiloff is 
Commissar of the Army. 

(5) Ruchimovitch, a Jew, Commissar 
of Industries and Materials. 
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(6) Rosengolz, a Jew, Commissar of 
Foreign Trade. 


(7) Weizer, a Jew, Commissar of 
Interior Trade. 

(8) Ljubimov, a Jew, Commissar of 
Light Industry. 


(9) Meshlankh, a Jew, Commissar 
of Heavy Industry. (He replaced Ord- 
jonikidze, who died recently.) 


(10) Jagoda, a Jew, head of the 
Secret Police. 

(11) Kalmanovitch, a Jew, Commis- 
sar of State Property. All property in 
Russia is owned by the State, i. e., 
The Jews own everything. 


(12) Koganovitch, a Jew, Stalin’s 
brother-in-law. He holds a number of 
key positions in the government. 

(13) Kalinin, a Russian “front”, 
figurehead official of the Politibureau. 

(14) Stalin, former underworld char- 
acter, a Georgian, is Secretary of the 
Party. 

Of the fourteen actual rulers of Rus- 
sia, nine are definitely known to be 
apostate Jews; the nationality of one 
is uncertain; two are Russians; and

one is a Georgian.

The Daily Pennsylvanian, student- 
edited newspaper of the University of 
Pennsylvania, says: “These Christian 
groups are but the pawns of red 
propaganda”. The editorial tells why 
the University of Pennsylvania would 
have nothing to do with the Student 
Peace Strike: “The United Student 
Peace Committee of the Emergency 
Peace Campaign list as their FIRST 
organization the American League 
Against War and Fascism. This League 
is nothing more than a UNITED 
FRONT OF LEFT WING ORGANI- 
ZATIONS in America, including 
among its membership the Young 
Communist League and the Friends of 
the Soviet Union.”

This radical American Student 
Union, a pet organization of Sherwood 
Eddy and modern clerics of his stripe, 
also lists as its spiritual affinity the 
Fellowship of Reconciliation, “which 
recently issued a pamphlet contending 
that support of the Communist class 
war should be the proper attitude for 
a Christian.” 


In conclusion the Editorial states: 
“Subtleties and insidious cleverness are 
the tools of the Communists. We are 
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urged in the literature of the peace 
campaign to support the Oxford pledge 
to never fight, and in the same breath 
are urged to support Spanish democra- 
cy. Democracy? Ironical term. The of- 
ficial salute of the Spanish loyalist is 
the raised fist.” 


The spirit of Antichrist is blinding 
the eyes and the minds of millions. In 
spite of the fact that the Communist 
Party now has six times as many mem- 
bers in the United States as were in 
Russia at the time of the Bolshevik 
Revolution, a liberal clergy advocates 
tolerance for and cooperation with this 
God-defying international menace.

N analysis of the history of 

hymn-writing will disclose two 
interesting and perhaps surpris- 
ing facts. 


First, a thorough knowledge of the 
technique of musical composition was 
possessed by VERY FEW famous 
hymn-writers! 


A majority of Christendom’s favorite 
hymns are simple in their harmonies; 
many of them contain flagrant viola- 
tions of the rules of composition and of 
poetry. Yet they have _ survived 
through many generations, while other 
hymns, perhaps more carefully written 
and more intricately harmonized, have 
disappeared. 


Second, every great hymn seems to 
have been the result of a definite spir- 
itual crisis in the life of the writer! 


Very rarely has a hymn-writer taken 
his pen in hand with the avowed pur- 
pose of producing a masterpiece. Suck 
attempts have usually ended in failure. 
Most successful hymns appear to have 
been born spontaneously in the conse- 
crated heart of a deeply-spiritual Chris- 
tian, under the inspiration of the Holy 
Spirit. 

For example — the author of “What 
A Friend We Have In Jesus’ did not 
intend that anyone but his mother 
should ever see the verses which he 
composed. 


His name was Joseph Scriven, 2 
young Irishman living in Canada. His 
fiancee was accidentally drowned short- 
ly before the date set for their wedding. 
He was grief-stricken. His mother, in 
Ireland, had loved the girl likewise, and 
was broken-hearted by news of her un- 
timely death. 


Scriven wrote a letter of consolatior: 
to his mother, and in this letter he com- 
posed the verses of the now world-fam- 
ous song, “What A Friend We Have 
In Jesus”. 


Years later the verses, mistakenly 
attributed to Horatius Bonar, were set 
to music by C. C. Converse. It was not 
until after Scriven’s death in 1886 that 
he was given true credit for the author- 
ship of the wonderful words. 


Christian Hymnology 


Hymn-singing has always been an 
important part of Christian service, 
and dates back to the beginning of the 
Christian era. 


Jesus Himself joined in the singing 
of a hymn at the Last Supper. (Mk. 
14:26) 


Paul and Silas sang praises to God 
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Secular historians tell us that Chris- asm with which they sang. 


tian martyrs, about to be devoured by 
ferocious lions in the Coliseum at Rome, The sweeping revival by John Wesley 
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roars with their own singing. ing led by Charles Wesley. 
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Moody’s soul-stirring campaigns 
awakened the spirit of community sing- 
ing wherever he went, and the name of 
Sankey, the song-leader, was as widely- 
known as the name of Moody. 


Billy Sunday’s glorious years of cam- 
paigning had the same results. Where 
ever Sunday went, Rodeheaver’s arm- 
waving and trombone-playing would 
fan the spark of Christian song into 
glorious conflagration. 


Every powerful church is a singing 
church; every singing church is a pow- 
erful church! 

Every Spirit-filled Christian is a 
singing Christian; and every singing 
Christian is a victorious Christian! 


The singing of Christian songs is of 
inestimable value for four chief reas- 
ons: 


First, as a means of worshipping 
God. (Psa. 81:1) 


Second, to bring a message to the lis- 
tener, either of blessing and encour- 
agement to the Christian or of convic- 
tion to the unbeliever. (Col. 3:16) 


Third, to bring self-encouragement 
and self-blessing. (2 Chron. 20:19-22) 


Fourth, to express an overflowing 
Christian joy. (Jas. 5:13) 


In this connection, it is interesting 
to note that the resurrected saints will 
come forth from the grave singing! 
“Thy dead men shall live. Together 
with my dead body shall they arise. 
Awake and sing, ye that dwell in dust.” 
(Isa. 26:19)

does a new hymn-poem make its ap- 
pearance without a new hymn-tune 
having been prepared for it. 


But this was not the case, before the 
twentieth century. 


In earlier days, there were a certain 
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number of well-known TUNES already 
in existence, and each of these tunes 
had a particular name. A hymn-writer 
would compose a new poem, and make 
it “fit” a tune which was already in 
use. Then, all that was necessary was 
to print the words of his new poem, 
with simply the name of the tune to 
which it was to be sung. 


There were two reasons for this: 


First, because it was extremely dif- 
ficult to circulate the knowledge of a 
new tune. The printing press was in 
existence long before any process for 
reproducing music notes became known. 
An author could have the words of his 
new poem printed, and could give them 
wide circulation, but it took years for a 
new tune to become generally known. 


Second, because a _ knowledge of 
music was not general. Our modern 
custom of teaching our children their 
do-re-mi’s with their a-b-c’s is of very 
recent origin. 


This explains why the student of 
hymnology will read of hundreds of 
hymn-authors, but comparatively few 
hymn-composers. The composer had 
no outlet for his composition, as did the 
author. 

Early hymn-books were simply a col- 
lection of poems. Each poem would 
carry the name of the tune to which it 
could be sung. Frequently one book 
would contain many hymns which could 
be sung to the same tune, and perhaps 
it would contain a number of hymns 
which could be sung to any one of sev- 
eral tunes. 


For instance, even our modern hym- 
nals will offer several tunes to which 
such songs as “Jesus Lover Of My 
Soul” and “All Hail The Power Of Je- 
sus’ Name” may be sung. 


Many of our present hymn-books 
still carry the names of the tunes, al- 
though the music is now printed in full 
in every book, and the names of the 
tunes are no longer necessary. 


Modern Song-writing 

There is a widespread inclination 
among Christians to look with disfavor 
upon new songs. There is an overwhel- 
ming sentiment in favor of the grand 
old “hymns of our fathers”. And this 
feeling is justified to a certain extent. 
But there are several things which can 
be said upon that subject, and this 
writer intends to say them in the next 
few paragraphs, at the risk, perhaps, 
of losing the goodwill of a few readers. 
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Out of the thousands of new Chris- 
tian songs which are being written ev- 
ery year, there are of course many 
which are worthless. But it is unfair 
and illogical to conclude that modern 
songs are not as effective as the older 
ones, and to exclude them from use in 
our Christian services. 


The reason that old hymns seem so 
wonderful to us, (and indeed they are 
wonderful and inspiring) is because the 
mediocre and valueless songs written 
generations ago were “culled out” long 
ago, and only the best ones remain. 


It is an historical fact that Charles 
Wesley wrote hymns which no pastor 
would allow to be sung in his church to- 
day. And yet from his seven thousand 
hymns there are many which are mas- 
terpieces, and whose beauty and effec- 
tiveness will never be surpassed. 


Certainly if all of our modernly-com- 
posed songs were put through that hun- 
dred-year “weeding-out” process, there 
would be many 20th-century hymns 
which would stand out as prominently 
as the 18th-century masterpieces which 
have stood the test of time! 


Anyone who denies the foregoing 
statement must therefore admit either 
or both of the following statements: 


1. That God no longer inspires men, 
or 

2. That Christians today are not as 
yielded to inspiration as our forefath- 
ers were. 


Certainly no spiritual child of God 
will deny that God wants to use men 
today in the same degree that He has 
always used them. That leaves only 
one other alternative: the critic of mo- 
dern Christian songs is forced to take 
the position that his fellow-Christians 
today do not love Christ with the same 
intensity as did our fathers, and are 
not as yielded to Holy Spirit inspira- 
tion. 

Since singing and song-writing are 
companion ministries to preaching and 
sermon-writing, let us draw a parallel 
comparison: 


There were great and soul-stirring 
sermons preached a century ago. And 
there were great and _ soul-stirring 
songs produced a century ago. Is it 
fair to conclude that God will still in- 
spire preachers in 1937, but will not 
inspire song-writers? 


Would it be logical for a 1937 church- 
member to say to his Pastor something 
like the following?

“Mr. Pastor, these sermons you’ve 
been preparing for us can’t compare 
in richness and depth with Moody’s 
sermons. So after this, each Sunday 
read to us one of his sermons.” 


No wonder there are so many weak 
sermons being preached, and so many 
weak songs being written, when there is 
so little intercession in behalf of our 
preachers and song-writers! 


Summing up the question. .. . it is 
illogical for a Christian to allow his 
Pastor to deliver an original newly- 
inspired sermon, and then to refuse to 
participate in the whole-hearted sing- 
ing of a newly-composed song! 


A Classification of Christian Songs 


Christendom generally designates all 
religious songs as hymns. But this is 
not strictly accurate. There is a defi- 
nite distinction between a hymn and a 
Gospel song. 

A hymn is a prayer, either of peti- 
tion or praise, set to music. 


A Gospel song ds a testimony, or ser- 
mon, or exhortation. 

One is addressed to God: the other ic 
men. 

“Jesus, Lover of My Soul” is a glor- 
ious hymn; it is a prayer, and the 
words could be appropriately used by 
a Christian who was alone with God in 
prayer. 

But “Since Jesus 
Heart” is entirely different. Jt’s not 
a hymn, it’s a Gospel song. It is not 
addressed to God; it is an enthusiastic 
testimony, addressed to men. 

There is a very important reason 
why this distinction should always be 
recognized: If a hymn is being sung, 
it should be with reverence and solem- 
nity — in the attitude of prayer. But 
if a Gospel song is being sung, it can 
very appropriately be with enthusiasm 
and vigor and joy! 

“Guide Me, Oh Thou Great Jehovah” 
is a majestic hymn, and should be sung 
with dignity and solemnity. But 
“Brighten The Corner Where You Are” 
is an exhortation, and should be sung 
with all the enthusiasm that would be 
put into a spoken testimony. 


A universal knowledge of this dis- 
tinction would solve many present mis- 
understandings in the realm of church 
music. 

We have all heard some one say, “I 
don’t believe in this modern rhythmic 
gospel singing’. And the choir-direc- 
tor, anxious to please that particular 
person, will endeavor to put solemnity 
and a slow tempo into the singing of 
“Love Lifted Me” or “Hold the Fort’. 


And we have heard someone else say, 
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“T think we ought to get away from 
that old-fashioned, slow, mournful way 
of singing.” So the choir-director will 
endeavor to rhythmically enliven the 
singing of “Nearer My God, To Thee” 
or “Abide With Me” .... with lament- 
able results. 


There is a time for all things .... 
a time to sing a worshipful, majestic, 
stately, solemn hymn; but there’s also 
a time to sing a joyful, victorious, en- 
thusiastic Gospel song. 


In this connection, it is interesting 
to note that the majority of Scriptures 
pertaining to singing, speak in terms 
of “joy”, “gladness”, “‘praise’”. “Make 
a joyful noise unto the Lord”. “Is any 
merry? let him sing.” 


Yes, we read in Psalms 92:3 that the 
harp should be played with a “solemn 
sound”; but we are also exhorted in 
Psalms 95:2 to “make a joyful noise 
unto Him with psalms.” 


Many other Scriptures illustrate this 
distinction. Isaiah 30:29 contrasts the 
“song in the night, when a holy solem- 
nity is kept”, and the song which 
springs forth from the “gladness of 
heart”. 


.... And now, to conclude this dis- 
cussion, it would perhaps be fitting to 
examine a few famous Christian songs, 
and study the processes by which they 
came into existence. 


“Amazing Grace” 


In 1735 an English sea-captain tovk 
his ten-year-old boy to sea. For seven 
years the boy, John Newton, lived the 
life of a sailor. He then somehow be- 
came separated from his father’s ship, 
and, like a derelict, aimlessly roamed 
the seven seas. 


Eventually he joined a group of un- 
godly men who were conducting slave- 
trading operations, using a small island 
off the African Coast as a base. Sev- 
eral years were spent in this manner, 
during which time he sank into the 
depths of sin, and became a debauched 
drunkard. 


His father at last heard of his where- 
abouts and condition, and requested a 
sea captain friend to endeavor to bring 
the son back to England. The attempt 
was successful, and Jchn Newton was 
gloriously saved, not only from his 
wretched life with the slave-traders, 
but from the depths of sin; for upon his 
return to England he experienced the 
regenerating power of Christ. 


Shortly after his conversion he felt 
led to enter the ministry, and after 
several years of preparation became a 
Minister in the Church of England. 

During his ministry in the village of 
Olney, he wrote a number of hymns 
based upon the story of his own con- 
version, the most famous of which is 


Amazing grace, how sweet the sound, 
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That saved a wretch like me; 
I once was lost, but now am found, 
Was blind, but now I see. 


Incidentally, although Newton was a 
loyal Church of England Minister, and 
bitterly opposed to the Wesleys, he 
wrote a hymn which early Methodists 
immediately seized upon, and which has 
been universally loved ever since: 


How sweet the name of Jesus sounds 
In a believer’s ear; 

It soothes his sorrows, heals his wounds, 
And drives away his fear. 


“My Faith Looks up to Thee” 


Ray Palmer had been a shoe clerk in 
Boston, but went to New York to pre- 
pare for the ministry. He was tempor- 
arily engaged as a teacher in a New 
York City School. 


A series of discouraging circumstan- 
ces befell him, including a year of ill- 
ness, and a less enthusiastic person 
would have abandoned the plan of en- 
tering the ministry. But Palmer brave- 
ly fought on, working and studying, 
sacrificing and suffering. Eventually 
he won his battle, graduated from a 
theological school and became a suc- 
cessful minister, later becoming a na-~ 
tional officer of the American Congre- 
gational Union. 


But back in those early days, at the 
age of twenty-two, when he was going 
through a particularly severe trial, he 
shut himself into his room one after- 
noon to “pray through”. 

While in earnest prayer, his faith 
“looking up to Christ’, he wrote these 
world-famous verses, “My Faith Looks. 
Up To Thee”. 

“T gave form to what I felt by writ- 
ing those verses,” he later recorded. 
“] wrote them with very tender emo- 
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tion, and ended the last line with tears. 
I composed them with a deep conscious- 
ness of my own needs, without the 
slightest thought of writing for another 
eye, and least of all writing a hymn 
for Christian worship”. 


Years after the verses were written, 
they were set to music by Dr. Lowell 
Mason, and soon became familiar every- 
where. 


“Lead, Kindly Light” 


Almost one hundred years ago, a 
clergyman of the Church of England, 
John H. Newman, was taking a voyage 
on the Mediterranean. He was at a 
turning point in his life, undecided 
whether to remain with the Church of 
England, or to go over to the Roman 
Catholic Church. 


“Lead, Kindly Light”, composed on 
shipboard, was his own desperate pray- 
er for Divine guidance, and he never 
intended that the poem should be cir- 
culated. 


Upon his return to England, friends 
saw the new verses which he had writ- 
ten, and soon they were in wide circula- 
tion. They were soon set to music, and 
quickly gained general faver. 


It is interesting to note that, al- 
though Newman did later join the 
Catholic Church and become one of its 
greatest Cardinals, his glorious hymn 
is still used and loved by Christians 
everywhere, both Protestants and Cath- 


olics! 


And, just as Protestants sing Cardi- 
nal Newman’s song, so do Catholics 
throughout the world love to sing “Je- 
sus, Lover Of My Soul” and “Onward 


Christian Soldiers”, both of which were 
written by Protestants. 


Here is another interesting parallel 
fact: 


Toplady, the author of “Rock of Ag- 
es”, and Wesley, the author of “Jesus, 
Lover Of My Soul”, were bitterly op- 
posed to each other doctrinally. Yet 
their hymns agree beautifully, and are 
to be found side by side in hundreds of 
hymnals. The differences of the auth- 
ors have been forgotten, but their en- 
thusiastic love for Christ, as revealed 
in their songs, has been an inspiration 
to uncounted millions. 


“Nearer, My God to Thee” 
Many of the greatest hymn-writers 
have been women. 


Sarah Flower Adams possessed a 
heritage of heroic enthusiasm for 
Christ which perhaps accounts for 
many of the wonderful hymns which 
she has left us. 


Her father, a Minister in England, 
had suffered cruel imprisonment for a 
long period because of his fearless 
preaching. It was during this impris- 
onment that a young lady visited him 
on one occasion with other friends. She 
came again and again, and the snark 
of love was kindled between them. Upon 
his release they were married. Sarah 
was their youngest child. 


One day Sarah Flower Adams was 
reading the Genesis account of Jacob’s 
vision at Bethel, of the ladder to Heav- 
en with angels ascending and descend- 
ing thereon. She was deeply impress- 
ed, and under the influence of that im- 
pression composed the verses which we 
now know as “Nearer, My God, To 
Thee.” 
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A careful examination of the words 
of the song will reveal the source of 
their inspiration: 


“Tho’ like the wanderer, the sun gone 
down, 

Darkness be over me, my rest a stone; 
Still in my dreams I’d be, 
Nearer my God, to Thee. .. .” 

“There let the way (ladder) appear, 

Steps unto Heaven... .” 

“Angels to beckon me... . 


” 


Lowell Mason shortly thereafter dis- 
covered Mrs. Adam’s poem, and ar- 
ranged for it a musical setting which 
he adapted from an old secular tune. 
Very few Christians today realize that 
they are singing this wonderful hymn 
to a tune which was a popular theatre- 
song of by-gone generations! 


“Stand Up For Jesus” 

In 1858 a revival occurred in Phila- 
delphia which is still recognized as the 
greatest spiritual awakening which 
that city has ever experienced. It was 
conducted by a Minister by the name 
of Dudley A. Tyng. 


During the revival, Dr. Tyng preach- 
ed one Sunday before a crowd of five 
thousand men on the text, “Go now, ye 
that are men, and serve the Lord.” 
(Ex. 10:11) It is said that more than 
one thousand men _ surrendered _ to 
Christ, as a result of that service. 


Three days later, Dr. Tyng went into 
his barn, where a mule was harnessed 
to a corn-shelling machine. He stopped 
to pat the animal on the neck... . 
the mule suddenly jumped .... Dr. 
Tyng’s sleeve became caught in the 


machinery .... and his arm was liter- 
ally torn out. In a few hours death 
came. 


A moment before he died, his final 
words were addressed to his father who 
was bending over the bedside. It was 
a message to be taken to his fellow 
Ministers. 


“Tell them,” he gasped, “to stand up 
for Jesus”. 

On the following Sunday a_ great 
memorial service was held in Philadel- 
phia. Rev. George Duffield, Jr., was 
chosen to deliver the memorial sermon, 
and he hurriedly composed a poem to 
be used in connection with the service. 
“Ye that are men now serve him”, one 
line of the poem, and was a fitting re- 
ference to Tyng’s last great sermon 
text. 

That poem, “Stand Up For Jesus”, 
was later joined to G. J. Webb’s stir- 
ring tune, and has been in effective 
use as a Gospel song ever since.

As SOON as we finished our daily 
radio broadcast here in Havana 
over CMQ and COCQ, this morning, we 
left for a 200 mile drive to attend a 
Bible Conference arranged by mission- 
aries on the Island. 


On the way we stopped for 15 min- 
ute services in the public squares of 
the Capitals of Mantanzas Province 
and Santa Clara Province. 


In both places we spoke to large 
crowds through the new PUBLIC AD- 
DRESS SYSTEM which was recently 
donated to our work by the World-Wide 
Missionary Union and the Defenders 
Movement. (Dr. W. T. Watson of St. 


Petersburg, Florida is President of the 
“Union”.) 


Large crowds are attracted to our 
open-air meetings by this means. It is 
a unique and novel thing for the peo- 
ple to hear the Gospel as it comes 
“booming” out of the Public Speaking 
apparatus. Music thus played, on the 
portable organ which Defender Readers 
gave us, has a tremendous effect upon 
the listeners. 


After going to a certain town and 
holding open air services, in the public 
park, one of the officials said to us: 
“Mr. Pain, will you please come to our 
town often and hold services like this?

A car 
full of men drove up behind us and in- 
dicated they wished a Gospel. We hand- 
ed the Word to them and they at once 
stopped and began reading. A motor- 
cycle officer came facing us; we threw 
a Gospel to him. He at once turned 
back, picked it up and stopped by the 
roadside to read it. 

Cuba’s four million souls need the 
Gospel. This challenge must be faced 
by American Christians. 

Shall we let them die, 

And never heed their cry? 

God forbid that we should delay in 
giving these needy people the message 
of Redeeming Love!

_ writers of current history find 
it easy to say pleasant things 
about Bulgaria — a little Balkan Coun- 
try of six million population. King 
Boris, a commoner of great intelligence, 
is also universally liked. 


One historian recently recorded the 
following humorous incident: 


“King Carol of Rumania got the 
fright of his life when he and Boris met 
at the Danube town of Roustchuk in 
1934; Boris greeted him, persuaded him 
to descend from his car, and walked 
with him arm in arm down the streets. 
Carol would never have dreamed of 
so exposing himself in any Rumanian 
town. 


“He was alarmed at first by his un- 
wonted proximity to the common herd, 
then impressed at the friendly way the 
crowd greeted Boris.

[ue Defenders Movement, through 
its seven lines of missionary work 
reaching into different parts of the 
world, has long since demonstrated the 
advantage of employing the talents of 
converted and trained native workers.

kindnesses, the priests ordered this 
testimonial to be engraved upon Stone 
in three forms. 


Their praise for Ptolemy constitutes 
the message of the Rosetta Stone. 
When the temple of Tum was destroy- 
ed, the Stone was thrown down and 
forgotten, only to be discovered nearly 
2,000 years later. 


The value of the monument was per- 
ceived as soon as it was discovered. 
After cleaning, the recognition of its 
value was determined, copies of the in- 
scriptions were made. The Stone it- 
self was then packed and carefully 
preserved. 


The war dragged on until 1801 when 
the city of Alexandria was captured by 
the English. The Rosetta Stone came 
into the hands of Mr. W. R. Hamilton, 
the British Commissioner, who happen- 
ed to be one of the most brilliant 
scholars of his day. We do not have 
to guess three times as to what became 
of the Rosetta Stone! It was sent to 
England, and rests today in the British 
Museum. 


Only two things of vital importance 
resulted from the expedition of Napo- 
leon to Egypt: (1) the Rosetta Stone, 
(2) “La Description de lV’ Egypte.” 


The results of the researches of the 
scholars who accompanied the French 
army aroused the general interest of 
Europe in all things Egyptian. 


Egyptian research at that time had 
practically been abandoned. All the 
collections made were valueless except 
as “curiosity” pieces; the monuments 
were mute, the hieroglyphics could not 
be read, the riddle of the Sphinx still 
remained unsolved. But the discovery 
of this Stone changed everything; it 
proved to be a magic wand that would 
reveal the untold, uncounted, unguessed 
treasures that were locked up in monu- 
ment, tomb, pyramid and the Old Test- 
ament. It was the searchlight which 
was to penetrate the darkness of thou- 
sands of years, unfold human history, 
and illuminate the pages of the Bible. 


Engraved copies of the Stone became 
common in Europe; scholars of every 
country were soon studying the writing 
in an attempt to decipher the _hiero- 
glyphics. However, there was much 
groping in the dark; false trails, new 
starts, and many discouragements. The 
Rosetta Stone was in no hurry to give 
up its message. 


Solving the Mystery 


The first man who attempted to get 
some insight into the secret was the 
French Orientalist, Silvestre de Sacy 
(1802). He was followed by, or rather, 
contemporaneous with, the Swedish 
scholar, Akerblad. They worked on 
the cursive, or hietaric text. 


They succeeded to the extent of fix- 
ing the value of several of the charact- 
ers. Twenty years went by from 1802 
without any marked success. The char- 
acters still refused to give up the secret 
of their value. Then came Jean Fran- 
cois Champollion, a Frenchman, to 
whom belongs the real honor of having 
solved the mystery of the hieroglyphics 
and having found the key to the un- 
derstanding of Egyptian writing and 
language. 





He published a treatise in 1822 in 
which he definitely fixed a portion of 
the Egyptian alphabet. Prior to his 
time the savants were attempting to 
interpret on the assumption that each 
of the letters that composed hieroglyph- 
ic writing was a symbol; i. e. that in 
every single one of the letters a com- 
plete idea was expressed. 


Why they did not think or perceive 
that these “markings” were an alpha- 
bet, no one knows. These signs repre- 
sented sounds, and were thus a true 
alphabet rather than an ideograph as 
had at first been supposed. Champol- 
lion started with the characters or 
signs enclosed within an elliptical ring; 
the name that seemed to be translated 
into Greek as Ptolemy. 


He called this elliptic ring a car- 
touche, and assumed that the Greek 
letters were TRANSLITERATIONS of 
the Egyptian rather than a TRANS- 
LATION. Working upon this assump- 
tion, he soon isolated the letters P. 1. 
L. M.S. 


From the study of the Rosetta Stone 
the scholar shifted his study to an in- 
scription on an obelisk at Philae. He 
found on this obelisk a cartouche which 
he took to be the name of Cleopatra. If 
his reading of Ptolemy was correct, 
then the P. L. T. letters of the name 
Ptolemy must appear in, or from the 
name, of the famous Queen. 


This name if correct would furnish 
two other letters: K and R. Such 
proved to be the case. Now he had at 
his command the letters P.T.L.M.S.K.R. 


These, with the few that had been 
deciphered during the previous twenty 
years, gave Champollion a flying start! 
He pursued his studies to such an ex- 
tent that at the time of his death in 
1832 he had compiled in manuscript, an 
almost complete Egyptian grammar 
and vocabulary. Thanks to the Roset- 
ta Stone! 

There was no longer any hesitancy 
as to the pronunciation of the signs, 
for from the day that he assembled the 
seven letters set forth above, he could 
certify that he was in the possession 
of the Egyptian alphabet. 

But now remained the language; for 
the pronouncing of words means noth- 
ing, if their meaning is unknown. When 
Champollion applied his words to a 
known language, the resultant was 
Coptic. But the real, genuine Coptic 
was no longer spoken; it had become a 
dead language in the XVIth century. 

However, several dialects remained, 
sufficiently related to the ancient Cop- 
tic to enable all the grammatical forms 
and structures to be fully examined. At 
last the Sphinx spoke: the veil of mys- 
tery was rended asunder; the Egyptian 
language was only Coptic written in 
hieroglyphics, or more correctly speak- 
ing, the language of ancient Egypt was 
only Coptic written in Greek letters. 

With this start, Champollion pro- 
ceeded from the known to the unknown, 
and the foundation for the science of 
Egyptology was laid. 


When Champollion put aside his pen 
in death, it was picked up by Dr. Birch, 
who patiently traced words through 
thousands of manuscripts, and texts of 
inscriptions, until he found their true 
meanings. He finally ascertained that 
almost every werd consists of two parts 
—hieroglyphics to represent the sound, 


followed by hieroglyphics to represent 
a general or specific meaning. 


The result of all this is the recovery 
of literature, law, medicine, art, and a 
knowledge of every activity engaged in 
by the Egyptians for a few thousand 
years. 


Another Stone 


But the revelations made by the 
Rosetta Stone did not end with unlock- 
ing the mysteries of Egypt; it further 
led to the interpretation of other lang- 
uages that had been dead and forgot- 
ten, even longer than the Egyptian. 
What it has added to our knowledge of 
both Old and New Testaments can nev- 
er be estimated! 


The success in forcing the Rosetta 
Stone to give up its secret spurred on 
a great scholar in another part of the 
Near East, Sir Henry Rawlinson, who 
sealed the Behistun Rock with its tri- 
lingual inscription of Darius. This 
proved to be the “Rosetta Stone” of 
Assyriology. 


Rawlinson, in the quiet of his study 
on the Tigris, made this new Stone 
yield its secrets. 


The “Rosetta Stone of Assyria” gave 
the key to that peculiar form of writ- 
ing known as the cuneiform, the wedge- 
shaped form pressed into soft clay 
tablets. 


This opened an entire new world of 
literature, law, sociology, medicine, etc. 
The two “Stones” together have given 
us keys to unlock the arcana of the 
ages, and people who have gone from 
the stage of action thousands of years 
ago. 

Two great literatures were sealed in 
the cabinet of the past; the keys were 
lost, thrown away, buried, and it looked 
as if their secrets were never to be dis- 
covered; but they were discovered, 
and our knowledge of the human race 
was thereby greatly increased. 


Not only did these “Stones” open the 
way for an interpretation of the lan- 
guages and literatures mentioned 
above; but they opened the way for the 
translation and interpretation of the 
entire group of Semitic languages and 
dialects. 


It has helped to trace the origin of 
the Hebrews and their allied branches. 
It has given us light upon their relig- 
ious, ethical, and political ideas; the 
development of their thought, and 
philosophy. It has opened great vistas 
that had been dreamed of, but for 
which little hope was held of realiza- 
tion. It taught us that the Canaanites 
and the wanderers who came from the 
wilderness of Tih (Sin) were ethnically 
the same peoples; that the wanderers 
were in a far less advanced stage of 
civilization than their kin who had long 
formulated the Baal worship. 


It shows us two peoples living side- 
by-side; the one an intruder, a “squat- 
ter” upon the other; the rural and the 
urban in direct opposition to each oth- 
er. It changed our views of. these 
Oriental peoples almost completely. 


From a profane point of view, per- 


haps no other artifact ever discovered . 


had so profound an influence upon 
civilization as the discovery and inter- 
pretation of the Rosetta Stone. It, to- 
day, is the most prominent artifact in 
the British Museum.

The Brotherly Love of Judah 
Gen, 44:18-34 





Pret had repeatedly given a promise 
to make Abraham’s descendants a 
great people, a mighty nation, a bless- 
ing to all the nations of the earth, and 
that he would give them a land, Cana- 
an, for their perpetual possession. Ev- 
erything that God allows to happen is 
for the ultimate carrying out of His 
perfect and unchangeable purposes. 


The foul deed of twenty years before 
rises up to convict them anew. Time 
cannot heal our iniquities. Fifty years 
will make no difference in your crimes. 
Conscience makes us live continually 
in the present. The conscience may 
slumber but it never dies. 


God’s purpose is to bring this family 
down to Egypt. en man does not 
of his own volition walk in the purposes 
of God, then God will bring circum- 
stances to pass compelling him to do so. 


Verse 32. Christ is our surety. He 
makes himself one with us (Heb. 2:11). 
He sprang from Judah (Heb. 7:14). He 
was accepted as our Substitute, was 
bound, abused, and crucified. He bore 
the curse for us (Gal. 3:13). He died 
for us who were below Him. He nvleads 
for us before the throne of the Father 
(Heb. 7:25). 


From the heart and lips of Judah 
there pours forth one of the most mov- 
ing appeals ever recorded. In all litera- 
ture, there is nothing more pathetic 
than this appeal of Judah. Martin Lu- 
ther has said that he would have given 
anything if he could pray to God as 
Judah prayed to Joseph. 


“I am Joseph.” In those words all 
the past is explained, all the future is 
guaranteed 


In chapter 45:1-15 Joseph gives a 
philosophy of his life, an interpretation 
of all that had happened, both in his 
experience and in theirs — “it was not 
you that sent me hither but God.” 
Joseph was saying, hundreds of years 
before the Saviour was born, what Paul 
was to say in another dispensation — 
“We know that all things work together 
for good to them that love God, to them 
who are the called according to His 
purpose” (Rom. 8:28). 


Three times are we told in this rec- 
ord that Joseph wept (42:24; 43:30; 
45:14,15); three times in the New Tes- 
tament do we read of our Lord’s weep- 
ing (Lk. 19:41; John 11:35; Heb. 5:7).

b essere 46:2-4. Four things are pro- 
mised — God’s permission to go 
down into Egypt, God’s presence as 
they go into Egypt, God’s promise to 
make of them in Egypt a great nation, 
and God’s purpose to bring them back 
to Canaan in the future. This last was 
the most reassuring of all God’s gra- 
cious promises to Jacob. 


The number of those who went with 
Jacob into Egypt that came out of his 
loins were eleven sons, one daughter, 
fifty grandchildren, and four great- 
grandsons; in all, sixty-six. Jacob, Jos- 
eph, and his two sons are four, and thus 
there were seventy. (In Acts 7:14 
Stephen is probably including some of 
the wives of Jacob’s sons.) So the 
Lord sent out the seventy early in His 
ministry. 

Though Pharaoh, in the eyes of the 
world was the great potentate, and 
Jacob the plain patriarch, yet by sheer 
force of character, and by the wisdom 
and dignity that attached to old age, 
Jacob here appears as a man greater 
and more venerable than Pharaoh him- 
self. Jacob was the one who bestowed 
a blessing on Pharaoh, rather than re- 
ceiving a blessing from Pharaoh. A 
man who has been accustomed to stand 
before God can always appear without 
an indignity before kings (Matt. 
10:1 


Jacob refers to his life as a pilgrim- 
age, a journey with a goal. The Bible 
presents life as a sojourning, a tem- 
porary residence in a land which is not 
one’s own, and we ever look for “the 
rest that remaineth to the people of 
God” (Gen. 17:8; 28:4; Lev. 17:12; 
Deut. 24:14; Ps. 39:13; Heb. 11:13). 


As a man draws near to death, he 
seems to.see many things in a much 
clearer light, and especially gets glimp- 
ses into the future which are hidden 
from others. “The soul’s dark cottage, 
battered and decayed, lets in new light 
through chinks that time has made.” 


The first-born son of Joseph is pass- 
ed over in that the second-born son re- 
ceives the greater blessing. So it was 
with Seth instead of Cain; Shem in- 
stead of Japheth; Abraham instead of 
Haran; Isaac instead of Ishmael; Jacob 
instead of Esau. 


There is nothing finer to remember 





in all this lesson than the five words: 
“IT die; but God will.” 


Through all the terrible bondage they 
were destined to suffer, the embalmed 
body of Joseph, stood as the most elo- 
guent advocate of God’s faithfulness, 
ceaselessly reminding the despondent 
generations of the oath which God 
would yet enable them to fulfill. And 
thus, as Joseph had been their pioneer, 
who broke away for them into Egypt, 
so did he continue to hold open the gate 
and point the way back to Canaan.

Messages From Genesis 
Heb. 11:3-10, 17-22 





| — CHRIST’S RELATIONSHIP TO 
e THE CREATION OF ALL THINGS 
(John 1:1-5). In the first chapter of 
Genesis we have “In the beginning 
God’. The phrase “and God said” oc- 
curs ten times. In John’s Gospel we 
learn that the agent through whom the 
creation was brought into existence was 
the very Word (“Logos”) of God, the 
utterance of God’s thoughts, the One 
who executed God’s purposes. 


2. — THE BEGINNING. OF FAITH. 
The beginning of faith is faith in the 
beginning. We read, as the first step, 
that “through faith we understand 
that the worlds were framed by the 
Word of God, so that things which are 
seen were not made of things which 
do appear.” There is no true Chris- 
tian faith that does not begin in recog- 
nition of God as the Creator. It is also 
a wonderful comfort to know that there 
is absolutely nothing in the wide worid 
which is unknown to God, which does 
not owe its very existence to Him, and 
which must not ultimately obey His in- 
finitely wise and holy will. 


8. — UNDER SEALED ORDERS. 
(Heb. 11:8). “He went out, not knowing 
whither he went.” We know why Abra- 
ham was called out of Ur. It is easy to 
perceive the philosophy of history after 
four thousand years. But they who find 
the first paths across the mountains 
do not know the configuration of the 
country. They make the maps and we 
read them. 


The soldiers who fight in a great bat- 
tle know little about it until it is over. 
It is easy for us now to see that it was 
God’s plan to select and train a special 
race of people for purposes of right- 
eousness; that some one man must be 
the father of a family whose descend- 
ants were to be kept apart from the 
heathen world, until at last, educated 
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in the worship of God, in the apprehen- 
sion of His spirituality, His holiness, 
and His love, they should be capable of 
furnishing the human ancestry of the 
Messiah. This was God’s purpose in 
calling Abraham out of Chaldean idol- 
atry. It was impossible for Abraham 
to see it, but it was not necessary for 
him to see it. He had faith in God, 
faith in the invisible world, faith in the 
future, faith in the hidden reason of 
his appointed pilgrimage. And so must 
we have faith in God, and loyally fol- 
low our Leader, Who says, “What I do, 
thou knowest not now, but thou shalt 
know hereafter.” 


4, — AS IT WAS IN THE DAYS OF 
NOAH (Lk. 17:26-32). In the days of 
Noah and Lot, the people were wholly 
occupied with material things, the 
things which gratify fleshly desires, 
and were giving absolutely no thought 
to God, to the spiritual needs of men, 
or to the preparation for departing 
from this life and standing before a 
holy God. When a civilization is wholly 
material, it will, sooner or later, and 
generally sooner, sink into a slough of 
shameful wickedness. 


5. — THE VALUE OF FAITH. In 
the case of Sodom, God said “Yes” to 
every request of Abraham. It was 
Abraham who stopped asking, not God 
who stopped granting (Gen. 18:23-33).

cannot help but think of Psalms 
37:7,9, “Rest in Jehovah and wait 
patiently for him: fret not thyself be- 
cause of him who prospereth in his 
way, because of the man who bringeth 
wicked devices to pass. For evil-doers 
shall be cut off; but those that wait for 
Jehovah, they shall inherit the land.” 


Man’s greatest mistake is to act with- 
out taking God into his account. Soon- 
er or later, the thought of God will 
force itself upon him, and then comes 
the awful crash of his schemes and cal- 
culations. Things undertaken indepen- 
dently of God last but for the present. 
All that is merely human, however sol- 
id, however brilliant, or however attrac- 
tive, must fall into the cold grasp of 
ei and molder in the dark, silent 
tomb. 


What a sad mistake for a feeble mor- 
tal to set himself up against the eternal 
God! As well might Pharaoh have 
sought to stem with his puny hand the 
ocean’s tide as to prevent the increase 
of those who were the instruments of 
Jehovah’s everlasting purpose. 


God uses Pharaoh’s foolish wisdom to 
prepare for the exodus. God knows of 
every circumstance that pertains to His 
children. How infinitely precious are 
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the words of the Lord Jesus when He 
says that He knows His own sheep 
(John 10:14,27). Our Heavenly Father 
knows all things of which we have need 
(Mt. 6:8, 82). “The Lord knoweth how 
to deliver the godly out of temptation” 
(2 Pet. 2:9). 


The message which the Lord sent to 
the terribly persecuted church at Smyr- 
na seems to be what we might call the 
New Testament parallel for this par- 
ticular Old Testament passage of com- 
fort.

“2 And that we may be delivered 
from unreasonable and wicked men: 
for all men have not faith. 


“3 But the Lord is faithful, who 
shall stablish you, and keep you from 
evil.” 

These words, “delivered from un- 
reasonable and wicked men”, written 
by Paul to the Christians in the city 
of Thessalonica, back in the year A. 
D. 54 have a prophetic application to 
Rev. A. Velonis, Superintendent of the 
Defenders Movement. 


Mr. Velonis lives in Thessalonica (the 
modern Salonica). He is being perse- 
cuted by “unreasonable” and “wicked 
men”, 


In an attempt to silence his testi- 
mony for Christ, the Greek Orthodox 
Church recently ordered his arrest 
for teaching what their leaders called 
“heretical doctrines”. The date of his 
trial was set for April 22, 1937. 


In preparing his final defense to be 
filed with the Court, Mr. Velonis wrote 
these words: 


“Physical suffering and persecution 
concern me not at all. I wish to make 
known to my honorable Judges that I 
shall accept your final decision with- 
out murmur or protest. I shall under- 
go with patience the suffering placed 
before me, that I may glorify my 
Lord. 


“T count my magazine ‘The Greek 
Defender’ and the missionary work 
entrusted to me, far more precious 
than my mean and cheap flesh. 


“For this reason, I ask to be judged 
either totally and completely guilty, 
or totally and completely innocent; so 
that I may proceed at once to face the 
penalty of my crime, or be set entirely 
free to pour my energies into the mis- 
sionary service for which my life is 
dedicated.” 


TO THE WICHITA HEADQUARTERS, MR. 
VELONIS WROTE: 


“God is greater than our accusers! 


“After my trial I shall send you a 
cablegram. If I shall be declared inno- 
cent by the jury, I will cable only one 
word ‘Innocent’. 


“If I shall be condemned to pay a 
fine, I will cable the word ‘Fined’. 


“If I shall be sentenced to prison or 
jail, I shall cable ‘Imprisoned’. 


“And if my case shall be postponed 
for a later date, I shall cable the word 
‘Postponed’. 


“But if you receive nothing from me 
immediately after April 22nd you will 
know I am dealt with so severely that 
neg to wire or write will be imposs- 
ible. 


On April 22nd, the Wichita office re- 
ceived a cablegram which said: “POST- 
PONED”. 


Meanwhile, Mr. Velonis is free to 
continue with his missionary labors. He 
is prospering on persecution! His 
fame is reaching throughout Greece 
and neighboring Balkan countries.

Movie Madness

—— is no more saddening sight 


than a young man or woman pass- 
ing through the door of a theater which 
announces in letters a foot high some 
such legend as: “Big Love Scene;” “A 
Beautiful Blond Woman in His Life— 
Could He Resist?” “All Of Me;” “Girls 
For Sale;” “Nudity In Gold;” “Back 
into Nature With Venus.” 


If they were to visit a hospital for 
contagious diseases they would have 
to put on sterilized gowns and masks. 
But better a thousand times to fall a 
prey to smallpox or typhoid fever than 
to be inoculated with the germ of the 
Hollywood type of love-life, which is 
nothing but a bestial service of lust, 
camouflaged by fine dresses and 
glamorous music. 


The thought of the millions that have 
their minds and hearts poisoned every 
week by these shows, is enough to 
make one realize the existence of a 
personal Devil, even if the Bible said 
nothing about it. 


There is an interesting statement 
from a young man of 21, a college 
junior. Notice how coolly he analyzes 
the effects of the movies. “A highly 
charged sex movie puts many girls in 
an emotional state that weakens, let us 
say, resistance. I took a girl friend of 
mine to a racy sex picture. It had the 
usual ling>rie scenes, complication, etc. 
That night when I took her home, she 
was, in the vernacular, quite warm.... 
Nine times out of ten with intelligent 
interpretation, the girl’s emotional 
state can be regulated and used to what 
may be either advantage or disadvant- 
age.” 


How would you like to have som: 
man plan, in such a cold-blooded man- 
ner, how to break down the will of your 
daughter by selecting the moving pic- 
ture he takes her to see? 


Nearly one-half of delinavent girls 
examined, admitted that they were 
moved to invite men to make love to 
them after seeing passionate sex pic- 
tures. 


Female delinquency is intimately 
bound up with the theatre. The Motion- 
Picture Council has the letter of a girl 
of sixteen who wrote: “The movies 
have given me some ideas about the 
freedom we shovld have. For instance 
in the picture, the wildest girl always 
tames down and gets the man she loves. 


Another sixteen-vear old girl wrote: 
“Bad and pretty girls are usually more 
attractive to men than intelligent and 


studious girls. No wonder girls in the 
olden days before the movies were so 
modest and bashful. They never saw 
Clara Bow and William Haines. If we 
did not see such examples in the movies, 
where would we get the idea of being 
‘hot’? We wouldn’t.” 


A delinquent girl of seventeen wrote: 
“The most responsible thing for get- 
ting me in trouble is these love pic- 
tures. When I saw a love picture, at 
night, and if I had to go home alone, 
I would try to flirt with some man on 
the corner. If it was the right kind of 
bad man, he would take me to a dance 
or a wild party; at these parties I 
would meet other men that would be 
crazy for fast life. This is the kind of 
men that got me in trouble.” 


The merit of these quotations is not 
that they tell an unexpected story; no 
one can see the average gangster and 
sex film without being convinced that 
they breed criminals and prostitutes. 
The merit of these quotations is rather 
thei’ authenticity. They prove to the 
hilt what we have suspected on general 
lines of reasoning for a long time. 


Our young people should, on their 
own account, stay away from photo- 
plays of an immoral or suggestive 
character. Why deliberately fill the 
mind with images derived from the 
intimate lives of Hollywood prostitutes 
and their paramours? 


We are not going the length of say- 
ing that, by viewing such objectionable 
films, Christian faith and morality are 
zt once destroyed. But it cannot be 
denied that, after viewing many such 
films, nature becomes acclimated to 
these fumes from the pit and soon 
tolerates, yes, even begins to relish, 
their foul odor.
